OBSTINATE. 
OFFER OF THE DOCK COMPANIES. 
REJECTED—A LARGE MASS MEETING 
OF THE UNEMPLOYED. 


Lonpon, Aug. 29.—There is practically no 
change in the.situation, and the strike still con- 
tinues. A mass meeting of the greatarmy of 
the unemployed was held to-day. About four 
thousand of the strikers were in attendance. 
John Burns addressed them, predicting that 
their demands would be acceded to to-day. He 
said all the indications pointed toa victory for 
the men if they were firm and united. 

The whartingers have offered to employ the 
dockmen on independent docks, but the propo- 
sition hag not been accepted. The strike is 
seriously affecting the Northern coal trade. 

The whartingers submitted to the dock com- 
panies and the strikers a plan for the settlement 
of the questions at issue, which included a 
proposal to make the.American clauses in bills 
of lading inoperative so far as concerned ‘whart- 


ingers and granary keepers. The _ rep- 
resentatives of the companies declined 
to accept this solution of the difficulty. 


They have issued a manifesto in which they 


offer the regular dock taborers 5d. per hour 
ordinary time,.and 6d. hour overtime. The 
companies promise to abolish the contract sys- 
tem and to substitute piecework, the rates for 
which will be 6d. an hour ordinary time and 8d. 
an hour overtime, the overtime being reckoned 
from 8 o’clock in the evening. 

Mr. Burns rejects the offer as being a dodge to 
abolish plecework and bring all the men under 
the five-penny scale. He also insists that over- 
time shall be reckoned from 6 o’clock in the 
evening. 

The carmen’s strike has collapsed. The men 
have resumed work on t':s old terms, 

The crews of three American cattle ships 
have joined the strikers and the failors of Lon- 
don are swelling their ranks. 

The Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company’s workmen at Greenwich have 
struck.

and his allies.” The Gazelte indorses Mr. Rob- 
ertson’s statement in Parliament to the effect

—is it all up with the Home Rule Party?’ Con- 
tinuing, the Gazette says: ‘The Parnellites 
always have been, and always will be, a de- 
tached party, whose first and sole duty is to 
Ireland. 1f£ the Tories advance much further 
they will dish the Liberals, by giving home rule 
to Ireland at two bites instead of atone. ‘This 
may be unpleasant for the Liberals, but not for 
the home rulers. The Liberals must have a 
cry in reserve against the time when home rule 
shall be mute for party purposes.”

THE PROPOSED FLINT GLASS TRUST. 

PITTSBURG, Aug. 29.—Andrew Bryce, D. C. 
Ripley, and Capt. A. H. Heisey, the committee 
appointed by the flint glass manufacturers to 
devise a plan for the formation of a combina- 
tion, are gathering data and will report at a 
moeting to be held the latter part of next 
month. The committee has found a unanimity 
of feeling existing among the flint glass manu- 
facturers in favor of the contemplated move- 
ment. 

The general impression’among manufacturers 
is that sufficient progress will be made by the 
firat of next fay to effect the organization at 
that time. The idea which will be embodied in 
the new movement will be to form a Chartered 
corporation, which will have one persen at its 
head who will have control of the business. It 
will be his duty to fix prices, and the income 
from each factory will be put into a general 
fund and the profits will then be distributed. 
Each firm in the corporation will receive protits 
in proportion to the amount of capital whion it 
has invested. 

The operation of the factories will be the 
same as at present, under the direct mManage- 
ment of the owners, but the business of the 
trade will be in the hands of the corporation.

AND THE SEPARATE SCHOOL SYSTEM 
MUST GO TOO. 


WINNIPEG,.Manitoba, Aug. 29.—The:two ques- 
tions before the people of Manitoba that as- 
sume precedence overall others are the aboli- 
tion of the French Janguage for official pur- 
posesand the wiping away of the separate 
school system. Though these are really two 
independent questions, the one’a matter of ex- 
pediency, the other of conscience, they have be- 
come 80 involved by racial and religious antag- 
onisms that they will both be settled by the 
rough rule of tho majority. 

The general inequality between the French 
and English residents is regarded as reason 
enough why the dual language system should 
be abolished. This system was established 
merely as a matter of convenience or accom- 
modation at a time when half the population 
was French and unable tospeak the English 
language. To place these people on an equality 
‘with the English in every respect pertaining 
to puplic affairs it was provided as a matter 
of courtesy that the records of the House 
should be printed in both languages. This ar- 
Tangement was merely tentative, and the recog- 


nition of French as an official language wasin 
nowise obligatory under the Constitution, as is 
the case in Quebec. 

With this discountenancing of the language it 
is probable its use in debate will gradualiy 
diminish, though it is not proposed to restrict 
its use in this respect. Indeed, during the last 
session a Member undertook to address the 
House in Gaelic, and no objection could be 
found. In the statement of the case which was 
prepared by Archbishop Taché it is pointed out 
that the circumstances are entirely different as 
regards the separate schools, and the same view 
is taken by the Free Press. 

It is held that while the English have rapidly 
outgrown the French, it may be a sufficient rea- 
son for abolishing the dual language system. 
Yet no Se of numbers can affect. the 
separate schuvol system, which 1s a question of 
conscience, and that no eg seme eae of Prot- 
estantism can justify the withdrawal of any 
rights which Catholics enjoy. 

his reasoning is too delicate to receive much 
attention in the present temper of the public 
mind; the French Nationalists in Quebec have 
sown the wind ana now their compatriots and 
co-relizgionists in Manitoba are reaping the 
whirlwind. But besides the desire for retalia- 
tion for the treatment the Protestant minority 
is receiving in Quebec considerations of econe- 
my and justice enter into the case, because at 
present the non-Catholic population is paying a 
sum vastly in excess of that which is received 
from the adherents of the separate school sys- 
tem. .According to the returns from the school 
districts the number of Catholic children ef 
school age is 4,300, while the number of non- 
Catholic children is 18,000. The provisional 
grantis divided between the two classes of 
schools in proportion to the school population. 

The separate schools, which are proportion- 
ately less numerous than the publig schools, 
because they are to de found chiefly in thickly- 
settled districts, recelve $22,210, while the pub- 
lic schools, which serve the sparsely-settien dis- 
tricts and are more difficult to maintain, receive 
only $97,749. The unfairness of the division 
will be seen from these figures. There are 495 
._publio schools in the province and 59 Catholic 
schools, The Roman Catholics receive one-tifth 
of the provincial grant, though they have only 
one-ninth of the schools; that is, they get at the 
rate of $376 each, while the public schools 
get only $197 each. The non-Catholics 
have 637 teachers employed in _ these 
495 schools; the Roman Catholics claim to 
have 107 teachers in 59 schools, so that the 
distribution gives for thé public school 
teacher $153, and for the Catholic teacher 
$207. While the separate schools obtain so 
large a share of the Government grant, the 
Roman Catholics pay the smaller share of tax- 
ation. The whole revenue for school purposes 
in 1888 was $244,602, and of this sum the 
Catholics paid $17,789, while the non-Catho- 
lies paid $226,813. So that while the Catholics 
have one-fourth of the school population, one- 
fifth of the public grant, and one-ninth of the 
pumber of schools, they pay in taxation 
only one-fifth of the amount collected; or, to 
calculate otherwise, the Catholics pay in taxa- 
tion $4 07' per pupil, while Protestants pay 
$12 03; or, in proportion to the number of tax- 
payers, Catholics pay in taxes $5 75 and the 
Protestants $10 50 each. : 

The following shows the position very con- 
cisely: The Roman Catholics get $1 43 of Gov- 
érnment grant for each dollar they raise by 
taxation, while the Protestants get only 43 
cents for each dellar raised by them; or, to ex- 
press 1t otherwise, for each dollar of the cost of 
Inalntaining schools the Catholics get 55 cents 
from the Government and tax themselves 45 
cents, While the Protestants receive 30 cents 
from the Government and are taxed 70 cents. 
Tne Protestants here have been waiting quietly 
for some pretext to alter this state of affairs, 
and in the intolerance of Catholic Quebec they 
have found abundant excuse. Besides posing 

as the defenders of the faith, they satisfy a lit- 
tle private grudge and do a shrewd stroke of 
business all at the same time. 

The Catholics recognize the hopelessness of 
resisting the movement, and are willing to 
make any concession to preserve their sepa- 
rate schools by putting them oa the same basis 
as the public schools in respect of financial 
support and educational standard, Their atti- 
tude is represented by the sree /’ress, but there 
is little hope that it will be respected. That 
paper says: 

* Let whatsoever is wrong be set right; whatso- 
ever is imperfect improved; whatsvever is de- 
fective so amended as to meet the highest require- 
ments of the public good. We beileve that our 
schools should be made English; that they shoud 
all be made subject to one and the same inspection; 
that there should bea uniform standard of qualifi- 
cation for teachers, and as uniiorm a course of 
study as is compatible with the reasonable preju- 
dices or scruples of our Roman Catholic fellow- 
citizens. All this is possible without revolution, 
and ts consistent with the strictest observance of 
that toleration enjoined upon the majority by the 
Constitution.”

The Draper-O’Brien crowd had ex- 
pected to see one of their number, Alden Ches- 
ter, law partner of Andrew 8S. Draper, chosen 
for Surveyor. There was disgust depicted upon 
their faces when they learned that Gen. Warner, 


the compromise candidate for Postmaster, and 
John M. Bailey, one of their bitterest foes, had 
been selected. They went about professing that 
they were satistied with the nominations, and 
thay the result would bring harmony among 
Republicans, but the statements did not come 
from the fuiness of their hearts. The Haskell- 
Norton contingent are in high feather, and say 
that the Draper-O’Brien following will get but 
little satisfaction in the distribution of tho 
loaves and fishes. 





JOHN M. BROWNELL’S OASE. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Aug. 29.—Two days ago 
Joun M. Brownell, who killed Deputy United 
States Marshal Weller in Holmes County, was 
brought totnis city by United States officials. 
He had been discharged by the State authori- 
ties undera plea of justifiable homicide. This 
second arrest was made on a charge of resisting 
United States officers inthe discharge of their 
duties. A hearing was had before Commissioner 
Walter and has beenin progress for two days. 
Nothing new was elicited and Brownell was 
dischargea from custody this afternoon. As he 
was about to leave the court room the original 
warrant for “‘moonshining” was served on him. 
The Commissioner placed him under $2,500 
bonds. He will be allowed to go to Holmes

NOW TANNER’S SPONSORS 


ANXIOUS MOMENTS 1N THE 
NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 
HIS-OLD COMRADES ARE SUSPICIOUS AND 
HAVE TO BE WHIPPED INTO LINE 

DURING RECESS. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 29.—The chief event 
to-day atthe meeting of the Grand Army dele- 
gates was a red-hot time over resolutions in- 
dorsing Pension Commissioner Tanner. Mr. 
Perkins of Kansas introduced a_ resolution 
heartily thanking the Administration of Presi- 
dent Harrison for the honor it has conferred on 
the Grand Army in appointing Corporal Tan- 
ner as Pension Commissioner, and heartily in- 
dorsing his conduct of the bureau, because it 
was created for the benefit of the soldiers and 
sailors of the late war, and denouncing the bit- 
ter and malignant criticisms of the press upon 
his official conduct. 

Gen. Barnum of New-York offered .asubsti- 
tute to the effect that notwithstanding the 
assaults of an unfriendly press the encamp- 
ment declared its belief in the integrity of Tan- 
ner and its approval of his efforts to do all for 
the soldiers and sailors that the laws will allow. 

Mr. Campbeli of Llinois agreed with Gen. Bar- 
num in his ideas as to the proper wording of the 
resolution, and said: ‘‘ Don’t take a hasty vote. 
We can afford to stayshere ten hours to settle 
this important question and settle it right. For 
fifteen years we have been declaring ana others 
have been uttering a sentiment that the coun- 
try can never pay the debt due to the old sol- 
diers, but Corporal Tanner is the first officer 


that has made that sentiment a practical real- 
ity. I believe it is the high duty of this 


encampment to sustain him in working 


out that sentiment. Ifthe Grand Army of the 
Republic ever had a duty to perform, looking 
neither to the right nor to the left, to the com- 
mittee that is investigating the workings of the 
Pension Bureau or to the Commissioner him- 
self, it is now, and we ought to pass this resolu- 
tion. The substitute differs with itin only one 
Particular. It expresses a belief in the integri- 
ty of Comrade Tanner and would not intiuence 
the action of the committee charged with the 
investigation. It may be better than an in- 
dorsement like that offered in the original reso- 
lution, but we should make our indorsement 
strong enough. The original resolution ex- 
yresses our sentimenta exactly. If Tanner is 

ishonest or has done any criminal act we will 
tind itout when the committee makes its re- 
port. The presumption of law is that every 
man is innocent until he is proved guilty, and as 
far as [am concerned I will make that pre- 
sumption go to the fullest extent 1n this case.” 

A delegate from Minnesota said he would no 
more dare to go back to the soldiers of his State 
after harming a hair of Tanuer’s head than to 
ride through a band of Sioux Indians with their 
war painton. He urged the encampment to 
stand up to the rack and say that the Grand 
Army of the Republic will stand by Tanner 
=o something wrong is clearly proved against 

im. 

Another delegate said a resolution of con- 
fidence like the substitute should provoke no 
MY semen age but when it is made a matter of 
judgment it becomes a club in the hands of 
Tanner’s enemies. Who knows anything about 
his administration of the Pension Bureau? It 
is not his enemtes, but his friends, that 
are investigating him. ‘*We should not try 
to force the Administration to supend 
this investigation. I was in Washington 
last week, and I heard it charged 
upon the streets and everywhere else that men 
employed in the bureau were all getting their 
cases made special and taken up immediately 
and rerated much higher, while the poor devils 
ot the rank and hile have to stand back and 
wait. I told them that it wasalhie, butif he 
has done that and we pass the original resolu- 
tion we indorse such action on his part. The 
substitute is broad enough. This encampment 
knew nothing of the details of Tanuer’s work, 
and cannot pass judgment uponit. We may 
believe it is all right, but we do not knowi1t. If 
we pass the origina: resolution, and the Com- 
mittee of Investigation should exousrate him, 
the opposition press would say that the Aa- 
ministration dare not oppose the Grand Army 
of the Republic, and they would have good 
reason to say it.” 

After further discussion of the Tanner resolu- 
tion the encampment adjourned until 3 o’clock. 

At the afternvuon session Barnum’s substitute 
was redrafted to read as‘tollows: 

“ That we thank President Harrison for appoint- 
mentof our comrade, James Tanuer, as Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, and that, notwithstanding the 
assault made on him, we declare our cowpilete con- 
fidence in his integrity and our approval of his en- 
deavors to do all that can be done under the laws 
for the veterans of the war; and in connection with 
him we ask a tall investigation of his administra- 
tion of the affairs of the Pension Bureau.” 

It was adopted under suspension of rules 
unanimously amid great cheering. 

The committee on the Logan monument 
fund, through Gen, Alger, Chairman, revorted 
the collection of $11,191, and asked that the 
National Encampment assist in pushing the 
work, Acommittee of tive was appointed to 
place the matter before Congress and ask for 
material assistance. 

At this morning’s session the election of offi- 
cers for the ensuing year was completed. Dr. 
Horace P. Porter of Kansas was chosen Sur- 
geon General, Gen. W. H. Childers of Kentucky 
Chaplaih, and T. J. Lovettot New Jersey Junior 
Vice Commander, The eneampment refused to 
recognize the Sons of Veterans as an auxiliary 
to the Grand Army of the Republic, because of 
a disturbing section in the former. Instead of 
giving the two women’s organizations—the 
Loyal Ladies of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and the Woman’s Relief Corps—formal 
indorsement, which would be contrary to the 
rules, it was recommended that the encamp- 
ment bid them godspeed in their work. 

It is probable that the National Woman’s Re- 
lief Corps will accept the site offered by the 
people of Madison, Ohio, for a home for sol- 
diers’ and sailors’ wives and mothers, 








OFF WITH HIS NEW LOVE. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., Aug. 29.—The wife ot Louis 
Grasser, an Elizabethport saluon keeper, has 
disappeared, and so has Christopher Schellen- 
burger, a builder, who boarded at Mrs. Grasser’s, 
and who has been making her house his home 
although he has a wife and family living at 409 
Bond-street, this city. 

He quarreled with his wife because she scolded 
him for his constant visits to Grasser’s saloon. 
He left the house in arage, and went to board 
at the other place. Mrs. Schellenburger, finding 
he had taken ber bank beok, brought suit 
against him for its recovery and also for deser- 
tion and non-support. When her lawyer visited 
bim hedecame alarmed and resolved to leave 
the city. He drew all the money—$3,000—out 
of the bank and sold his son’s building loan 
book, worth $400. That nignt he disappeared, 
and, accompanied by Mrs. Grasser, was seen 
boarding a train for New-York. 

The runaway couple are supposed to be on 
their way to Germany.

CuHIcAGO, Aug. 29.—Judge McConnell to-day 





denied the motions for separate trials of the six 


men now in custody under the charge of mur- 
dering Dr. Cronin,.except so far as Frank Wood- 
ruffis concerned. Woodruff’s motion for a sep- 
arate trial was denied, but a motion on behalf 
of O’Sullivan that he be tried separately from 
Woodruff, Coughlin, and Burke was granted as 
far as it applied to the former. Woodruff will, 
therefore, not be tried with the other five. He 
will probably be used by the State as a witness, 
and it is doubtful if he will ever be tried at all. 

Immediately after Judge McConneall’s decision 
motions were made on behalf of the five men to 
be tried together, and that a jury be called for 
trial at once. Decisior on this was deferred 
until to-morrow morning to give the State’s At-. 
torney-time to decide whether or not heis ready“. 
for trial. Itis probable, however, that the trial 
will begin at 10 o’clock to-morrow morning. 

A special venire will be issued for a panel 
jury and made returnable at 2 o’clock inthe 
afternoon. In all ukelihood it will take two 
weeks to get a jury. Some lawyers say they 
doubtif the jury is completed mside of three 
weeks. Even if the jury is obtained in the 
shorter time the presentment of evidence will 
not begin until the middie of September. 

The prosecution has twenty peremptory chal- 
lenges foreach defendant, and the defense the 
same number. This gives each side 100 per- 
emptory challenges. The numberof men who 
will be excused from the jury for causes, when 
added to the number who will De challenged, 
will give an opportunity for the examination of 
Several hundred jurymen.

EXPERY SAFE 





CRACKERS. 


THEIR NEAT JOB IN THE CORNWALL- 
ON-HUDSON POST OFFICE. 


NEWEBORG, N, Y., Aug. 29.—The safes at the 
Cornwall-on-Hudson Post Office were blown 
open some time during last night. The large 
safe was a Herring Champion and wasin the 
office proper. The combination was knocked 
off ana a hole drilled a few inches above the 
knob. An explosive of some kind was placed 
therein, the hole covered with sealing wax, and 
the entire interior of the safe door was blown 
off, leaving only the outer snell. The strong 
box of twisted steel was pried out and carried 


away bodily. In the safe were $425 in cash and 
stamps, three registered letters, and a book of 
postal notes from 2,747 to 2,800 inclusive. 

The second safe, made by Marvin, was stand- 
ing in the vestibule. It had just been returnea 
from the factory, where it had been repaired 
from the robbery of a yearago. A drill had 
been forced in the combination and the door 
opened. Nothing was taken from it, as the con- 
tents were only private papers. The Post Office 
was entered through a window on the main 
thoroughiare, which was pried open with a 
jimmy. A lamp in the window was extin- 
guished while the robbery was committed, and 
afterward relighted. ‘fhe oil indicated that 
the lamp was out about three hours. A China- 
man sleeping in an adjoining room was not 
awakened. The office safe was blown open 
on July 8, 1888, but so much nitro-glycerine 
was used that the front of the building was* 
blown out and aroused the neighborhood. 

Postmaster Henry Hunter 1s the party whose 
forged resignation to the department was for- 
warded several mouths ago. Charles H. Wood 
was recently appointed in his stead, but has not 
yet qualitied, although itis understood that he 
intends to take possession on Monday next, 











YOUR RIGHT TO VOTE, 





ATTORNEY GENERAL TABOR DECIDES A 
POPULAR CONUNDRUM, 


ALBANY, Aug. 29.—The question having been 
asked the Attorney General whether a. person 
who voted at the last general election against 
the Presidential nominee of his party, and who 
subsequently at a town meeting voted with his 
party, can be prevented from voting with his 
party at acaucus held to nominate county offi- 
cers for the ensuing election, Attorney General 
Tabor gives the following opinion: 

“Tne meaning of the statute seems to me to 
be: First—Each party or association holding the 
primary may prescribe its own rules and regu- 
lations for the purpose of determining the qual- 
itications necessary to entitle a person to vote 
thereat. Second—That no association or party 
can, however, make any rule or regulation 
which shall authorize the electors of the oppo- 
site party to vote at their caucus or primary. 
So that. in the absence of any rule or regulation 
tixing the qualitications of the person oftering 
his vote, if he testifies under oath as to his 
political affiliation with and belief in the prin- 
ciples of the politica: party at whose primary 
he offers his vote, I sm ofthe opinion that the 
vote should be received. 

“It is not the owiest of the statute, in my 
judgment, to preserim™ any certain or fixed ac- 
tion of the voter as a qualification or rule for 
the determination -7 his right to vote, put it 
was the intention, manifestly, to prevent the 
admitted and recognized adherents of one party 
from Voting at the primaries of another.”

BALTIMORE, Aug. 29.—The British tank steam - 
ship Russian Prince arrived yesterday to load 
refined petroleum in bulk for a Continental port 
of Europe.

MAHONE’S BITTER FIGHT 


A CONTEST WHICH MAY OVER- 
WHELM HIM. 
VIRGINIA DEMOCRATS CONFIDENT OF 
BEATING HIM DESPITE THE ADMIN- 
ISTRATION’S AID. 


PETERSBURG, Va., Aug. 29.—The campaign in 
Virginia is now fairly opened. Ten days hence 
the State willbe flooded witn a stream of ora- 
tory of the good old Virginia style. It is a con- 
test in which the President is leagued with one 
of the most picturesque political brigands in 
the Union. Mr. Harrison must know the char- 
acter of the man with whom ho is dealing, for 
abundant information has been given tohim. It 
is fair to assume, therefore, that he has entered 
into the alliance with his eyes open, and has 
committed the Republican Party-to the support 
of one of the most unscrupulous politicians in 
the country. ) 

The nomination of Gen. Mahone is unques- 
tionably the strongest that could have been 
made. Nevertheless, heis beaten from the very 
jump. In the first place, the Democratic Party 
has been put on guard. The Domination itseif was 
&@ warning that the fight would be hot and fierce. 
Its significance, therefore, is fully understovd, 
and when to this is added a complete knowledge 
of Mahone’s. methods, of his audacity, his n- 
scrupulousness, and his:chicanery, his contempt 
for morality, and his desperation, it may be 
fairly assumed that the Democratic leaders ap- 
preciate the situation. Mahone has more than 
his match in Senator John 8. Barbour, and, 
while itis true that Mr. Barbour is no longer 
Chairman of the State Committee.and, ex officio, 
in charge of the conduct of the campaign, the 
party will still have the benefit: of his wisdom 
and experience. If Gen. Mahone is an organizer 
of unsurpassed ability, Mr..Barbour is a tacti- 
cian who can beat Mahone at his own game. 
To him, therefore, the Democrats of Virginia 
are turning, and in his discretion and skill, 
as well as his loyalty to his party, they 
havea confidence which*amounts to absolute 
conviction. While Basil Gordon is the State 


Chairman, Mr. Barbour will be the power be- 
hind the throne, and there is no doubt that he 
will be the actual, if not the nominal, manager 
of the aggressive fight which the Virginia De- 
mocracy will wage-and win. r 

There isa great deal of suggestiveness ina 
battle between Mahone and Barbour. Both 
were railroad men, and their interests have 
clashed before this time. Barbour managed 
the affairs of the Virginia Midland most sue- 
cessfully. Mahone nearly wrecked the Atlantic, 
Mississippi and Ohio Road, (now the Norfolk 
and Western,) and the tinancial ‘‘scheme” 
which he worked on his London trip will not 
soon be forgotten. It is apart of Virginia his- 
tory, and there.are some old stockholders in the 
late Atlantic, Mississippi and Ohio Railroad 
who have not yet recovered from the profound 
melancholy into which Mahone’s management 
plunged them. 

Gen. Mahone once had a big fight with 
Thomas Scott of Pennsylvania Railroad fame. 
The scene of the contest was Richmond, and 
the theatre in which the conflict was most 
actively waged was the State Capitol, in which 
the Legislature of Virginia held its sessions. 
Col..McClure of the Philadeiphia dimes could - 
give avery graphic descriptivn of what hap- 
pened then and there. Such debauchery and 
open attempts at bribery had never before been 
witnessed in this State. Money was supposed 
then, as now, to be the solvent of integrity, and 
it was as plentiful as mud im James River 
water. Scott was beaten, but he was perilously 
near victory. The files of Richmond papers 

rinted contemporanecously wiil show that 

cott’s tactics were of the most ses'uctive char- 
acter so far as impressing the averaze lezis- 
lator is concerned. Abandoned y’omen were 
brought from New-York and Philadelphia. In 
the parlors ofa certain hotel there 1vas a table 
on which two gigantic bowls were pliiced. One 
was filled with punch; the other contained 
greenbacks. This information comes: from a 
gentleman who was then aud for several years 
afterward a Director of Mabone’s railroad. He 
witnessed all that has been described in the 
foregoing. ao i 

Mahone had to fight the devil with fire, for 
Scott was determined to purchase the \state’s 
interest in the railroad—a substantial block of 
stock. Had Scott been able to accompliisn his 
design there would have been a summary end 
to Mahone’s career as a railroad President. But 
the tates were against the Pennsylvanian— ver- 
haps the other side was heeied more eifectiv ely 
than he—and his project falied. But the seeds 
of demoralization had been sown, and the crop 
has been harvested more than once since tlie 
time when the eifort was made to establish the 
régime of bribery, debauchery, and corruption 
in Virginia. 

Gen. Mahone’s withdrawal from the Demo- 
cratic Party is a matter of history. The manner 
of his defection was in keeping with the charac- 
ter of the man. It was the familiar **confidence”’ 
game 1n politics. He could never have been 
elected to the Senate of the United States as a 
Republican, for, if he had made that the issue 
in the election of the Legislature, he would have 
been beaten out of his boots. Mahone had friends 
as a Democrat whom he lost irretrievabiy. as 
svon as he had thrown off his masquerading at- 
tire. In Southwest Virginia, the home of the 
mountaineers, @ gallant and sturdy stock, be 
had no little strength eight years ago. But he 
held this following in virtue of his allegiances to 
the Democratic Party, and by reason of his suc- 
cessful obscuration of the issues involved in 
the election of Cameron as Governor. 

Four years later, when he had made his record 
in the United States Senate, when he was an 
open and avowed Republican, the Southwest 
turned upon him with ali the angry indigna- 
tion of a man who has been betrayed by the 
false pretensions and protestations of the * con- 
fidence” rogue. He was defeated then, and Fitz 
Lee went to the Governor’s mansion in place of 
John 8. Wise. The latter was at once one of the 
brainiest and most brilliant stump speakers in 
the South, He wasasfullof wit and potnt— 
venom also, it may be added—as nis illustrious 
father, ex-Gov. Henry A. Wise. There were 
precious few of the Democratic stumpers who 
were anxious tO cross blades with him in «e- 
bate. In addition to his superior qualifications 
as a debater, John 8. Wise was aisv a man with 
warm blood in his veins. 

Mabone is as cold asatishin arctic waters. 
Wise had to abandon the Mahoue organization 
because he could not remain within it and vre- 
serve his independence. He had to be a servant 
and a sycopbant, or else he haa to be a rebel. 
He chose to be tne latter; so did ex-Gov. Cam- 
eron. There was no help for it. They had 
either to kiss a hand that was always smuiting 
thenror else organize a rebellion and enjoy the 
independence of revolt. So they “kicked” 
rather than kiss, They kicked wisely, but not 
with tremendous strength. They are practically 
outcasts. 

To what extent the negroes will support Ma 
none is a mooted question just now. hey are 
not enthusiastic over his nomination, and this 
inuch is plain atleast. Still, they are so blindly 
ignorant and so easily led that itis safe to as- 
sume that they will vote for him. Lhe mere 
name of the Republican Party is a potens fetish 
with them. It matters not how they may have 
been cuifed and beaten, nor to what depth they 
may have been degraded. A few of them, men 
of intelligence, will vote to suit themselves, and 
will not support Mahone. But tke great body 
of the blacks will, even if their own destruction 
is involved, vote for the nominees of the Nor- 
folk Convention.. 

The demagogues of the Republican Party will 
interject ail sorts of irrelevant and extranceus 
issues. The benighted colored man will be Sed 
to believe that bis actual freedom is at stake. 
He will be told that President Harrison, the 
Administration, and the Northern leaders are 
behind Gen. Mahone. Thus it will happen that 
the ‘brother in black” will submit to the dicta- 
tion of his unscrupulous advisers and will bow 
to a political slavery as abject as the Republic- 
an managers choose to make it. The argument- 
um ad hominem wiil not be lacking either. The 
Mahone people are plentifully supplied with 
ammunition. North of the city, on a beautiful 
eminence, is a magnificent structure of brick. 
Itia visible from every quarter of the town. 
This is the nurmal scnool for prospective negro 
teachers in the public schools of the State. 
John M. Langston. Mahone’s arch-enemy, was 
the first Principe: of this imstitution. West 
of the city, in Dinw.ddie County, about a mile 
trom the corporate limits.is another splendid 
structure of brict ‘Thisis the asylum for the 
insane among tha negroes. The two institutions 
constitute Mahwrs’s trump cards. “I gave 
them to you,” he vt)! exclaim, “ when Iled the 
Republicans to v;‘ ory. The Democrats never 
educated your tev 22ers, andekept your unfort- 
unate lunatics in the county jails. Lam your 
savior and benefactor. Vote for me, and yet 
other benefactions. will be bestowed upon you.” 
And the poor, deluded, benighted blacks wul 
rally to his support as though he were agenuine 
and sincere friend, instead of a spurious bene- 
factor, and a selfish, hard-hearted, self-seeking 
politician. . 

When Mahone was a Democrat, way back in 
the seventies, he was a Stalwart. He wonld bea 
Democrat now had he been nominated for Gov- 
ernor at the time that he was exceedingly am- 
bitious and anxious to have the oflice. Piqus 
and disappointment as well as personal consid- 
erations and motives of political aggrandize- 
ment led him inte fhe Republican Party. That 
he has apy honest convictions as to the virtues 
of Republican principles is very doubtful The 
desire forrevenge made him atraitor to the 
Democratic Party.

McKinney will be the next Governor of Vir- 
ginia. Mahbone’s Nerthern friends, therefore, 
would do well to keep their money at home, 





NAVAL CONSOLIDATION, 


PROPOSED TRANSFER OF THE REVE- 
NUE MARINE, 


It has leaked out through well-posted naval 
sources that prominent officials at the Navy De- 
partment have for sometime past been engaged 
in formulating a plan to transfer the personnel 
and al! the appurtenances of the revenue ma 
rine to the regular naval establishment. It is 
also learned that these officials have been work- 
ing under the full cognizance of the Secretary 
of the Navy, who, in conjunction with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, proposes to effect a 


complete consolidation of the subsidiary corps 
with the regular navy. 

It appears that this proposed action is a direct 
outcome’ of Senator Chandler’s bill pending, 
providing for the transter of the revenue ma- 
rine. This bill, itis understood, is to be pushed 
through intact. Itis proposed that all the ves- 
sels now in the revenue marine be thoroughly 
examined, and those not found capable of 
performing duty in time of war be con- 
demned and sold. Under this method of over- 
hauling it is thought very few of the present 
vessels will be found compatible with the re- 
quirements of the service. 

Steps will be takeu, therefore, to effect the 
huilding of a fleet of torpedo-boat catchers, 
scouts, gunboats, and ftourth-class cruisers. 
These vessels willbe built after the type of the 
British torpedo-boat catcher Rattlesnake and 
the El Destructor of the Spanish Navy. The 
fourth-class vessels will resemble the Buzzard 
and Raccoon type of gunboats of the British 
Navy, though smaller in size. With vessels 
having displacements varying from 400 to 1,000 
tons, capable in all instances of steaming éight- 
een knots an hour, and of exceeding twenty 
knots an hour in the case of the torpedo-beat 
catchers, it is intended to have a coast patrol 
that will be superior to any in the world. 

A prominent naval constructor, speaking of 
the matter yesterday, said that already several 
prominent shipbuilding firms in the country 
had gotten hold of the proposea measure, and, 
seeing an opportunity to establish a reputation 
on fast ships, were making inquiries of the 
Navy Department people. A leading member 
of tne firm of ‘William Cramp & Sons considers 
that the cost to build such vessels agis proposed 
will be comparatively small, that the piant for 
one Vessel will suffice for another, and that a 
vessel that niight alene cost $300,000 could be 
duplicated for $225,000. The battery to be placed 
aboard these ships would consist of rapid-tire 
guns, augraented by secondary batteries of ma- 
chine guns, They would all be titted with two 
pairs of tyvin screws. ‘The crew would bearawn 
Irom the vegular naval receiving ships, and the 
yuunger oflicers, both line and engineer, be re- 
auired tf) undergo a special course of instruc- 
tion at tae War College. From time to time the 
vessels of the coast guard would be calied to 
manewuyre with the regular naval vessels, the 
special province in time of war being to act 
on tbe flanks of a cruising squadrop, doing 
Ssimily,r duty to that performed vy the 
Ratt*iesnake and Scout in the just-endea 
British manwuvres. As scouts, torpedo catchers, 
and gunboat cruisers such a tieet, it is thought, 
wonid suffice for ail the small vessels necessary 
to the regular navai establishment, leaving to 
tue Navy Department the work ot building only 
large cruisers and battle ships. Every effort, 
said another officiai, is being made to bring the 
naval establishment up to a modern fighting 
condition. Appropriations have been the bug- 
bear all along, and now that the revenue marine 
is tilled up with a host of unserviceable craft, 
vessels wholly useless in time of war, the op- 
portunity is being eagerly embraced to get the 
corps under the control of the Navy Depart- 
went.

VOTING FOR THE SALE. 


NORTON’S POINT WILL NOW BE TURNED 
OVER TO THE SYNDICATE, 


There was no hitch yesterday in carrying out 
the programme arranged by the rulers of 
Gravesend for the transfer of Coney Island 
Point, otherwise known as Norton’s Point, and 
lands adjacent thereto at prices considerably 
below the public appraisement of the value of 
the property by the Board of Trustees of Com- 
mon Lands. 

Two hundred and seven of the electors of the 
town of Gravesend went to the Town Hall, be- 
tween the hours of 8 and 5 o’clock, and with but, 
two exceptions voted the “straight tieket.’ 
The number of votes cast represents within a 
fraction of one-seventh of the number of indi- 
viduals entitled to vote. The poll lists at the 


last election covered a total enrollment of 
1,588 voters. Nevertheless the vote was suffi- 
client to secure the success of the scheme, and 
the consent and approval of the Supervisor of 
the Town will unquestionably be accorded 
tne Board of Trustees to execute the necessary 
release Or conveyance of Norton’s Point for 
$150,000 to the syndicate represented by Will- 
iam H. Palmer. 

The outcome of yesterday’s election was & 
foregone conclusion. The printed paliots fur- 
nished—which by law are required to contain & 
distinct and sufficient designation of the lot to 
be disposed of, by its map number or otherwise 
—were allofa kind. Each was in the aflirma- 
tive and bore beneath the statutory designation 
of the property the confirmatory word * Yes.” 
Diligent search failed to discover a single nega- 
tive ballot bearing the word ‘‘No.” The ballots 
peddied at the poll were provided, it was ex- 

lained, by the town, otherwise the Board of 
Trustees of Common Lands. The bulk of the 
voters remained away from the polls, impelled 
thereto, as stated by one of the hitherto fore- 
most opponents of the rulers of Gravesend, by 
the conviction that there was no use in endeav- 
oring to avert the inevitable. 

Authority was conferred upon the Board of 
Trustees at yesterday’s clection to dispose of 
twenty-one parcels of property. Each elector 
accordingly was entitied to cast twenty-one 
ballots. ‘These were printed upon white paper, 
measuring an inci by two inches, and were 
held together by an elastic band. The tickets 
were not fulded, and no endeavor was made to 
preserve the secrecy of the ballot. Any person 
registered at the Presidential election of 1888 
was aliowed to vote, whether a property owner 
ornot. This feature is one of the peculiarities 
of the law under which the Board of Trustees 
operates, which secures to that body its weli-nigh 
irresistible power. Three of the four Justices 
of the Peace of the town, who are by law con- 
stituted the inspectors of election, otliciated in 
that eo They were Jaques 8. Stryker, 
Richard V. P. Newton, and Anthony Waring, 
the result of the ballot being recorded by Town 
Clerk John L. Voorhees. 

The absence of opposition to the action of the 
Board of ‘Trustees, apart from the reasons be- 
tore noted, was explained by one of the leading 
residents and largest property holders of Graves- 
end. ‘While I am satisfied,” said he, ‘that 
full value has not been obtained by the Board 
ot Trustees for the Coney Island Point prop- 
erty on an actual real-estate basis, and while 
itis unquestionably the fact that more mone 
ought to and could have been obtained for it, 
am content to support the action of the board 
in view of the fact that there seems to bea 
likelihood now of something being accom- 
phshed looking to the permanent improvement 
of that end of the island.” 

Whether Andrew R. Culver is interested in the 
syndicate to which the Coney Island Point lands 
have been voted is & question in which the peo- 
ple of Gravesend are deeply interested. That 
question igs likely to be decided so soon as the 
trustees have executed the necessary convey- 
ance by and with the consent and approval of 
Supervisor McKane. ‘Upon receiving the stipu- 
lated consideration—not less than one-third of 
which shall be in cash, the balance to be secured 
by bond and mortgage on the property s0ld—the 
title will be delivered to the purchasers by the 
County Treasurer. Then, it is anticipated, the 
hand of President Culver will be displayed and 
the true inwardness of his gaining control of the 
most desirable points for steamboat landings by 
means of his Coney Island Point railroad enter- 
prise will become apparent. 





KERR DEFEATS PETTITT.

SENATOR VANCE’S ENEMIES 
. alee et > » 
THE RAILROADS ry OPPOSING 
HiS RH-ELEOTION. 
MANY OLD PARTY OPPONENTS WILLING 
TO FIGHT AGAINST HIM—EXPECTING 
AID FROM REPUBLICANS. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Aug. 29.—Notwithstanding the 
factthat the election of the next; Legislature, 
whichin January, 1891, is to elect asuccessor 
to ex-Gov. Vance as United States Senator, is 
nearly fifteen months ahead, discussion of the 
Senatorship forms the principal topic of every 
Democratic gathering. Of course; Senator’ Vance 
desires to succeed himself, In this desire he is 
net alone, No charge of corruption has eyer 
been made against him. The large majority of 
the Democratic leaders are bis devoted friends. 
He does not deceive friend or foe. In this state- 
ment of facts lies his great strength with the 
people, 

Of course such a man has his enemies, political 
and personal, and they include some of the 
ablest men in the Democratic Party, and are 
principally among the railroad magnates of the 
State. Many years ago the freight laws of this 
State were such that the througn-freight rates 
to every town where there are two railroads 
were extremely low, and the rates to all 
towns where there is only one railroad were 
very high. This policy built up the competing 
towns because it speedily established a large 
and profitable jobbing trade at such places as 
Raleigh, Goldsborough, Wilmington, and Char- 
lotte. The people outside of the competing 


towns grew restive under this law and agitated 
for its repeal. Senator Vance took the side of 
the people against the railroads, and a bitter 
fight ensued between Senator Vance and Col, 
Alexander B, Andrews, who ig the main man of 
the Richmond and Danville system throughout 
this State. In the end Vance succeeded in 
having the obnoxious law repealed, but in the 
next bout, which involved the sale of the West- 
ern North Carolina Road, Andrews got the 
best of the Senator and secured the road for his 
company, 

From that day there has been.a bitter feud 
between Andrews and Vance. This feeling on 
thepart of the railroad people, except those of 
the seaboard system, of which Col, John M. 
Robinson of Baltimore 1s P resident, is repre- 
sented by Col. Andrews, and has been strength- 
ened from time to time by the persistent advyo- 
cacy by Senater Vance of the enactment of a 
law establishing a railroad commission. The 
seaboard system does not oppose Mr. Vance’s 
effofts, because Mr. Robinson is a warm per- 
sonal friend of the Senator. Besides this, the 
seaboard system has the hearty good-wil lof 
Senator Vance in its work of paralleling the 
Richmond and Danville line from Monroe,.N. 
C., to Atlanta. 

The railroads can do much to punish their 
powerful enemy. It was possible at one time to 
succeed by a coalition with the Republicans, but 
the present condition of that party throughout 
this State is nopsuch as to invite ald from any 
quarter. They are, therefore, laying their plans 
tor a vigorous fight under the Democratic flag 
to elect men to the Legislature who are pledged 
to vote against Senator Vance. Col. Andrews’s 
line of battle, however, is not complete for the 
wanvof a man to pit against Vance. Gov. Fowle, 
ex-Senator Merrimon, ex-Lieut. Gov. Stedman, 
Senator W. T. Dorth, ex-Confederate States At- 
torney General George Davis, ex-Gov. Thomas 
J. Jarvis are among those who would not hesi- 
tate in making the fight against Vance if either 
was selected by Andrews as the most available 
man. But which ts the most available man ? 

Gov. Fowle is anxious and ready to be select- 
ed by Andrews, and does not doubt his ability to 
down Vance in the fight. Fowle will not hesi- 
tate about using all the patronage and power of 
the State Administration in order to succeed, 
One reason for the haste of Goy. Fowle ilies in 
the fact that the Governor is paper to a 
point the Directors, on the part of the State, in 
the Atlantic and North Carolina Railroad, and 
these Directors control the corpotation. There 
is a bitter fight going on against the retention 
of Washington Bryan as President of that rail- 
road, and the political complexion of a number 
of members of the Legislature from counties 
through which this road runs will be affected 
by the election of a President of this 
railroad company. Bryan is. the gon-in 
law of General Manager Winder of the Seaboard 
system, and if Fowle is to be pitted against 
Vance it will be policy to get rid of Bryan, but 
if Fowle is not to be the tenpin of Andrews 
then the Governor will probably court the 
smiles and infiuence of Robinson and Winder 
by retaining Mr. Bryan as President. Besides 
this, Fowle and Vance have not been friends 
since 1863, when Fowle was Adjutant Gen- 
eral under Gov. Vance, and these gentlemen 
disagreed as to sume policy of Vance con- 
cerning the conduct of the war, and Fowle re- 
signed and took his place among the opponents 
of the war, who were then known as ‘** Peace 
Men.” Vance sneered at Fowle and doubted 
bis loyalty to the Confederacy, and belittled 
his ability, and has invariably ridiculed Fowle’s 
great pretensions in favor of olvil liberty and 
his exceeding great love for the American 
Union. Fowles succeeded to the Governorship 
without any assistance from Vauce, and the 
old grudge, dating back to 1863, is bigger now 
in Fowle than ever before. 

Ex-Senator Merrimon, who is now Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court, is entirely will- 
ing to be thrown Into the arena by Andrews. 
Many years ago, in Buncombe County, Merrimon 
and Vance were rivals for the preferment of 
the Whig Party, and on one occasion they 
measured blows asthe means of cooling their 
heated blood. This feud has never been healed. 
Merrimon is the only mun that ever defeated 
Vanee, and he believes that he can do so again 
with Andrews to back him. Jtidge Merrimon is 
an able and impartial Judge, and is a pure and 
upright geuticman. Heisa Prohibitionist and 
has hosts of friends among religious and tem- 
perance people of the State, He made a good 
record in the Senate, and his course on the 
bench has been such as to maintain the friend- 
ship of the railroads. 

Ex.-Lieut. Gov, Stedman is the Attorney of 
the Wilmington and Weldon Ratiroad Company, 
and he would be satisfactory to the railroads as 
their candidate against Vance, but his defeat 
last year by Fowle for the nomination for Gov- 
ernor has somewhat impaired his prestige, and 
besides this fact the Seaboard system would 
_unlimber its guns against Stedman, because he 
deserted the railroads when he was Lieutenant 
Governor and rendered them no service what- 
ever. 

Isx.-Confederate States Senator W. T. Dorteh 
would like a place in the United States Senate, 
and would as soon oppose Vance as any one else 
if he thought he could succeed. Mr. Dorteh ts 
an able lawyer, and has considerable strength. 

Ex-Confederate State Attorney General George 
Davis 1s a very 3trong man in the Democratic 
Party. He has not been mixed up in active pol- 
itics, because he wanted no office. He isan ex- 
ceedingly popular man and is not wanting in 
the ability a Senator should have. He would 
not shirk the fight if the railroads, for whom he 
is now of counsel, should decide thathe must 
lead their forlornhope. He is probably the real 
choice of the railroad men, and Will probably be 
adopted as the opponent of Vance unless Fowle 
is selected. 

Ex-Goy. Thomas J. Jarvis, who has recently 
returned from Brazil, and who has just figured 
in the great Grissom trial, is preferred by An- 
drews to all other menin the State. Andrews 
nominated and elected Jarvis Governor in 1880, 
and during his term of oitice Jarvis was an act- 
ive and zealous friend of Andrews and of the 
corporate interests'as represented by Andrews. 
It was during this time that Jarvis braved the 
wrath of Vance, when he aided Andrews in 
buying the Western North Carolina Railroad, 
which Vance desired to retain as State property. 
Vance has not forgiven Jarvis for this, and Jar- 
vis reciprocates the hostile feeling. Jarvis 
made more reputation as Governor than any 
man who has filled the Executive chair since 
the days of Morehead. Heisastrong man in 
horse sense and has considerable following 
throughout the State. , 

In this contest Vance will have no money 
to. promote his election. He will be com- 
pelied to rely on the unselfish friend- 
ship of his many friends. He has no 
patronage to distribute. The railroads will 

ut up all the tangible electricity that may 
be needed for a successful encounter, and the 
great system of railways, with its thousands of 
otiices and employes, always can make a place 
for a valued and valuable friend. In this view 
this contest will prove unequal, and if the usual 
outcome of thease circumstances is attained Sen- 
ator Vance will be retired to private life. 

Andrews has already invoked the powerful 
aid of the National Repubjican Acministration 
in his effort to dictate a Senator for this State. 
He asked for the appointment of his uncle, Gen. 
Philemon B. Hawkins, as Collector of Internal 
Revenue for this district, and this requegt would 
have been granted, because it was stated that it 
came from the Richmond and Danville system, 
but for the fact that Elihu 4. White, who was 
appointed, is the personal friend of Mr. Harri- 
son and voted for the President on every ballot. 
Then Audrews asked that Charles Price, a dais- 
tinguished lawyer and influential Republican 
leader, and the retained attorney of the Rich- 
mond aud Danville Company, be made United 
States Attorney for the Western District, and 
the appointment was promptly made at the per- 
sonal request of Mr. Blaine, who stands in with 
the great Southern Rallroad system as he does 
with other corporations of like character else- 
where in the United States. Andrews has also 
succeeded in having Joseph A, Haywood, Gen- 
eral Storekeeper and Gauger for the Eastern 
Collection District, retained by Collector White, 
wecause Haywood is the hrother-in-law of 
Fowle. 

The question is frequently asked what part 
will Senator Ransom take inthis determined 
effort to defeat.his colleague.

\4 RUMOR THAT HE MARRIBI 
MES... REYNOLDS, 


FRIEND JUSTICE MONELL SAID TO 
HAVE PERFORMED THE CEREMONY 
—AWAITING DEVELOPMENTS. 


Asthe time for the assembling of the Grana 
-, Jury approaches, the conspirators—big and lit- 
}tle—in the notorious Flack Divorce case hays 
begun to squirm. Nearly every day has added 
some new revelation of their infamous doings 
and developed new reasons why the hand of 
justice should be laid upon them in retributien. 
That all the facts will not be laia bare in the case 
until the Grand July shall have dug them out 
of their lurking places seems perfectly appar- 
ént, but now and then acircumstance leaks out 
which explains the depth of anxiety shown by 
tne chief figures in the conspiracy. 

It is stated op good authority that Civil Jus- 
gice Monell’s good offices for his political patron 
did not cease wd getting him apparently rid 
of his first and lawful wife, but that they were 
invoked successfully in helping him to another 
and better-fawered helpmeet. Civil Justice 
Monell, as a lawyer, having a knowledge of the 
procedure in ‘“divoree without publicity” 
eases, and a “pull” with a Judge of the Court 
of Common Pleas, could and did help his friend 
Flack to get judicially rid of his wife, and Civil 
Justice Monell, in his capacity as Civil Justice, 
being authorized by statute to perform the mar- 
riage ceremony, thereafter, it is declared, did 
otliciate at the marriage of Sheriff Flack and 
the woman known variously as Sarah Cherry, 
Susan Reynclds, and Mrs. Raymond. That he 
has failed to make report of such marriage to 
the Board of Health, as required by the law, ts 
only one of the lesser and minor misdemeanors 
of the said Civil Justice Moneil in the notorious 
case. 

Where or when the ceremony was performed 
and who were present could not be ascertained 
last night, for the principals were all in hiding 
while thelr homes were in the keeping of the 
people below stairs, THD TIMEs’s informant 
could or rather would furnish no further infor- 


mation than that the ceremony had been per- 
tormed by Civil Justice Monell. That there was 
such a ceremony neither Flack nor any of his 
puppets has ever denied, and when THE TIMES’S 
reporter asked ex-Judge Fuiler if there had 
been he evatied the question by answering that 
he wondered if Sherift Fiack could be fool 
enough for that. At the same time he attempt- 
ed to demonstrate that haying once been form- 
ally and legally divorced no action of Judge 
Bookstaver could annul the decree and reunite 
the severed couple. ‘he tact of there having 
been such a marriage ceremony would explain in 
large measure the tense anxiety of Sheriff 
Flack and his subconspirators at the present 
desperate situation of tneir affairs. 

While the puppets of the pantomime continue 
hopping around on the front of the stage and 
repeating their monotonous promises of “a 
statement that will vindicate my character,” 
the ringmaster continues to jerk the strings 
from the seclusion of his den in the basement of 
the Court House. Here none is admitted but 
— figures that move at his beck and 
call. 

From bis position Ringmaster Flack sends out 
his emissaries to make inquiries and report to 
him as to what is transpiring around him. Yes- 
terday he learned that Acting District Attorney 
Gunning 8. Bedford had sent the papers that 
had been referred to bim by the Judges of 
the Court of Common Pleas to the vauits of 
&@ safe deposit company for safekeeping 
until such time as they should be re- 
quired by the Grand Jury, to whom 
the case will be presented next Tuesday. Ex- 
Judge Bedford said in this connection: ‘The 
safe in the District Attorney’s office might be 
safe enough, but the Safe Deposit vauits might 
be safer still, don’t ygu sec?” A suggestive 
shrug was all the answer he would give to the 
inquiry why the papers were thus carefuily 
guarded. But the action is signifloant of some 
truth in the rumor that forgery bas been re- 
sorted to in geting up the original papers. It 
has been broadly intimated that the papers 
themseives contain evidence that Mrs. Flack’s 
signatures were forged. Part of th anxiety of 
William Flack to prevent the disclosure of the 
tacts injthe case ie atiribated to this alleged 
forgery. 

John H. Bird called on ex-Judge Bedford dur- 
ing the day andinformed him that be had been 
retained by ‘‘ Referee” Joe Meeks to represent 
him in the proceedings in the criminal court. 
He asked when it was probable an indictment 
would be presented against bis client. The Act- 
ing District Attorney repiied that the case 
would be presented to the Grand Jury next 
Taesday, but as to when that body would re- 
port in the matter he could not say. ‘here 
were rumors that a summons and complaint 
in @ suit for absoiute divorce had been served 
by Evarts, Choate & Beaman, representing Mrs. 
Flack, upon ex-Judge William Fullerton, repre- 
senting Sheriff Flack, yesterday, but ail the law- 
yers would say with reference to it was that 
there was nothing new in the case. 

Mrs. Fiack was reported by her niece as tired 
out and worn with anxiety over the case, and 
she had accordingly gone on Wednesday to Visi& 
triends elsewhere in the city, and she would not 
return unti! uext Luesday, No divorce papers 
had yet been signed, she said, ner was there 
anything new in that branch of the case. 

in tlhe other branch, however, there is much 
activity shown by all the copspiraiors. Just 
now they are wondering where they will land 
when the Grand Jury gets through with them. 
Collectively and individually they bave vio- 
lated more sections of the Criminal Code than 
were ever Violated in a single proceecaing be- 
fore. There seems to be in the code some sec- 
tion or clause of a section with the sting of 
misdemeanor or felony in it to cover the doings 
of every conspirator in the case. 

Section 109 ‘says: ‘A person who fraudu- 
lentiy makes or prepares any false record, in- 
atrument in writing, or other matter or thing, 
with intent to produce it or allow it to be pro- 
duced in evidence as genuine upon any trial, 
hearing, investigation, inquiry, or other pro- 
ceeding authorized by law, is guilty of aielony.” 
Whoever madeor prepared Mrs. Flack’s com- 
plaint and affidavit in the case would fail witlin 
that section—and the penaity of a felony is 

enerally fixed at imprisonment for not more 

han seven years, or by atine of not more than 
$1,000, or by both. . 

Section 115 provides that: ‘‘A Sheriff, Cor- 
oner, clerk of a’court, constable, or other minis- 
terial officer, and every deputy or subordinate 
of any ministerial otlicer, who * ~*~ * com- 
nits any unlawful act tending to hinder justice, 
is guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Section 148 says that: “An attorney or coun- 
selor who is guilty of any deceit or co/lusion or 
consents to any deceit or collusien, with Intent 
to deceive the court or any party 2s prohibited 
by Section 70 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 
* * * is guilty of a misdemean:™.” 

Section 149, which covers M*. Benjamm 
Wrignt’s case, says: “If an attormay Knowing- 
ly permits any persen, not being his general 
law partuer or a clerk in his office, to sue out 
any process or to prosecute or defend any action 
in hisname, * * * such attorpey, and every 
person who shall so use his name, is guilty of a 
misdemeanor.” 

Section 158 says: “‘A person who institutes 
or prosecutes an action or other procesding in 
the name of another without bis consent and 
contrary to the statutes, is guilty of a misde- 
meaner, punishable by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six mouths.” 

Section 168 says: “If two or more persons 
conspire, either * * * falsely to institute or 
maintain an action on special proceeding, or 
* * * tocommit any act * * * forthe per- 
version or obstruction of justice or of the due 
administration of the laws, each of them is 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

Under some one or other of these provisions 
ot law every one of the conspirators in the 
notorious case may be indicted and punished. 

Mr. Jobn D. Townsend has written a letter to 
ex-Judge William H. Arnoux, President of the 
State Bar Association, calling attention to the 
charges of unbecoming conduct made against 
certain judges and lawyers in the matter of the 
Flack divorce conspiracy. He says: “It is sad 
to think that it seems wise to some of these 
gcutiemen to bend beneath the weight of these 
accusations rather than at once to demand in- 
vestigation, but be thatasit may, it certainly 
is the duty of our association, as well in behalf 
of the public as of its members, to make a 
thorough investigation of such charges, to the 
end that, if they are true, the guilty parties may 
be punished and if untrue, that some further 
legislation be had to restrain the press.” Mr. 
Townsend says that if the charges made by the 
press are not specific enough he will present 
them in proper form, and suggests that his let- 
tex so Judge Arnoux be forwarded to the Chair- 
mur of the Committee on Grievances with such 
Sug sestions as he may think proper.

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KINGSTON’S SCHOOL SYSTEM 


TAXPAYERS FOROED TO S8UP- 
PORT A SECTARIAN SOHOOD. 
A PROPOSITION TO ENLARGE THE CoM- 
MON SCHOOL SO AS TO GET OUT OF 

THE DIFFICULTY. 


Kineston, N. Y., Aug. 29.—Kingston is some- 
times called the dual city. It is composed of 


€ 


the villages of Kingston, Rondout and Wilbur. . 


It has three Post Offices, each receiving and 
sending mail direct. The schools, including 
Kingston Academy, are governed by a Board of 
Education. In Rondout, which is the lower por- 
tion of the city and the shipping and coal cen- 
tre, there is adiversity inthe way the schools 
are managed. Ulster Academy, the peer of 
Kingston Academy, is controlled by three Trust- 
ees. All the other schoolsin Rondout and ta 
Wilbur are conducted on the distriet plan, each 
district having three Trustees. 

Scheol District No. 3, Rondout, embraces the 
Fifth Wara of the city of Kingston. One of the 
most important school meetings along the Hud- 
son River will be held there to-morrow evening, 
Taxpayers—and many of the men who own prop- 
erty in the district do not reside therelu—will 
then vote on a proposition to faise money on 
the taxable property of the district to buildan 
addition to the school building, which, it is 
claimed by certain residents, is not large enough 
to accommodate all the pupils entitled to receive 
an education under the school law of the State. 

The proposition to enlarge the present school 
building is apparently a simple one onits face 
and involving no complex questions, yet the 
men who have been instrumental in having the 
special meeting called say that the proposition 
coees materiaily involve the principles of tho 
free schoo) system of the State. They say that 
if it is voted to enlarge the school building 
proper, the taxpayers will be freed from main- 
taining an alleged sectarian school, now and for 
seven or eight years past under the control of 
three Franciscan brothers. This Franciscan 
school is usually referred to a8 “‘ The Brothers’ ” 
or “The Branch,’ ard to understand how it 
tirst came to be established it will be necessary 
to go back a number of years and recail tse 
days of Tweed and his co-workers in the Legis- 
lature, when it was deemed necessary to vote 
appropriations from the State Treasury to help 
support educational and philanthropic institu- 
tions under the control of the Roman Catholic 
Charch. 

St. Mary’s Roman Catholic Churchof Kon- 
dout—it was built before the city of Kingston 
was formed—has the reputation of being one of 
the most progressive churches of tnat faith 
along the entire Hudson Valley. When the 
State was making the liberal donations referred 
to the congregation of St. Mary’s decided to 
baild an orphan asylum. It was pointed out 
that Rondout was then, asitis now, the tide- 
water terminus of the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal, and the pringcipal shipping point between 
New-York City and Albany. A building for asy- 
lum purposes was erected, and appropriations 
amounting to $14,000 were bestowed upon it 
for a period of three years orso by the State. 
By and by it was seen that the population was 
not large enough to oall for the maintenance of 
such an asylum, and it was discontinued. The 
building was then utilized as ahigh school. 
Either the idesl of the standard of education 
was too high or there were not a sufficient num- 
ber of pupiis who desired high-scnool tuition, 
and so the project proved a failure from a pe- 
cuniary standpoint. 

Meanwhile School No. 3 had been gradually 
growibg iarger, so much so that it was impos- 
sible to give seating capacity to many pupils 
desirous of atiending. The majority of the 
residents of the Fifth Ward then, as now, were 
either members or adherents of St. Mary’s 
Chureh. The Trustees of the school district, all 
ot whom were Catholics, decided that they 
would hire the high school and ex-asylum 
building, situated on the grounds of and adja- 
cent to 8t. Mary’s Church, in which to instruct 
the pupils unable to obtain admission to the 
main school. The Franciscan Brothers,undoubt- 
ediy men possessing a classical education and 
eminently fitted to teach a much higher grade of 
seholars were instailed as instructors, under 
the supervision of the Key. Dr. Daffy, then 
chief priest of St. Mary’s Church, lateiy de- 
ceased. Matters ran alone smoothly for sev- 
eral years; tLe parent school, then under the 
charge of an old fogy from the old country, ex- 
ercised nosupervision whatever over the branch 
conducted by the Franciscan Brothers and sup- 
ported by the taxable inbabitants of the dis- 
trict. School Commissioners never went there, 
and the brothers, devout men and loyal to their 
Church, saw to it that the pupils under their 
charge had sectarian as well ay non-sectarian 
instruction. 

Time brings changes, and just now there is an 
upheavai in Sehooi District No. 3 that would 
not have been dreamed of a year or 80 ago. 
Theres has been a graduai change in the owner- 
ship of property and in the views of taxpayers, 
both Catholis ana Protestant, but the brothers 
have only themselves to blame principally for 
the present outcry, due to the way they have 
spent money making improvements to their 
school, and which is a part of the church prop- 
erty apa over which the State has vo control 
whatever. 

It is a noteworthy fact that the three 
Trustees, Messrs. Ryan, Weiss, and Beck, are 
Catholics, and yet they are the men who have 
called thespeciai meeting. More than that, the 
ola time teacher was allowed to resign, and 
Robert Letie, a Protestant, formerly of Long 
Island City, is in charge of the main school, and 
presumably the director of the educational 
facilities of the entire desirict. The men. who 
agitate that a special mecting shail be held, and 
who oppose tne continuance of the brothers’ 
school point out that the district pays $3,016 88 
for the education of 100 puptls in tie * branch,” 
and only $3,000 for the education of 
300 pupils in the main public school. 
The “branch” is leased by the district at 
a rental of $200 per annum. In addition 
to this sum last year the taxpayers of this dis- 
trict paid $100 for cleaning, $100 for janitor, 
$146 for mason work, $196 for sewer pipe, $60 
for cutting down trees, $6 for extra cleaning, 
$175 for carpenter work, $275 for plumbing 
$66 for stationery, $1.800 for teaching an 
other incidental expenses. The opponents of 
the present system point out that over $1,000 
has been paid out in improving the church 
property in which they have no interest what- 
ever as district taxpayers. It is also charged 
that non-resident pupils are taugnt in the 
branch school. it never bas been alleged, how- 
ever, that tuition there afforded has been other 
than that of the very best. 

Last Sunday it Was announced at the various 
masses that the Catholic taxpayers of the dis- 
trict should see to it that their rights Were not 
infringed upon. Various constructions have 
been placed upon these statements by Protest- 
ants. The Rev. Dr. Prendergast, whois now at 
the head of St. Mary’s Parish, has never been 
charged with being a clergyman of other than 
liberal views, and it is only fair to him to say 
taat he would not instruct his parishioners, or 
allow the priests under him to do so, to go con- 
trary to the spirit of the American public school 
system. 

At tne election of Trustees held recently the 
ballot box wus stuffed. An exciting wordy war 
fellowed. It was decided to destrey the excess 
of ballots over the names on the registry lst, 
which was done. The result of the election 
showed that the friends of the Franciscan 
Brothers were largely in the majority. 

The attendance at the special meeting to- 
morrow evening promises to be very large, and 
if indications go for anything, there will be 
inuch bitterness shown. 


A PASTOR DEMANDS JUSTICE, 
GALESBURG, Il., Aug. 29.—A decided sensation 
was created here yesterday whén thirty promi- 
nent citizens were cited to appear before the 
United States Court in October as defendants in 
& suit instituted by the Rev. C. A. Nybdladh, who 


was transient pastor of the First Lutheran 
Church here last Fall, and was discharged be- 
cause of reports alleging that he was thé fathor 
of ayoung woman’s child. He escaped a trial 
op the charge becausé the case was outlawed. 

He now charges several of the defendants 
with false imprisonment and defam&tion of 
character, an@ asks for »$25,000 dumages. 
Among the defendants are the Rev. S. P. A. Lin- 
dahl, President of the Augustana Lutheran 
Synod, the largest body in the country; the Hon.

THE OOLUMBUS PRIZB. 


RULES THAT WILL GOVERN THE LITER- 
ARY CONTEST. 


The London Zimes of Aug. 20 announced that 
a dispatch had recently been received at the 
British Foreign Office from the British Ambas- 
sador at Madrid, sending the following sum- 
mary of the programme of the international 
literary competition which is to be held on the 
occasion of the fourth centenary of the discov- 
ery of America under the Vice Presidenoy of 
the Duke of Veragua, a lineal descendant of 
Christopher Columbus: 


This competition is instituted with a view of 
celebrating this great festival with some lasting 
literary work which will perpetuate its memory, 
This work, for which a prize Will be given, must 
consist of @ historical study, written in prose, 
recording the great event whieh it 1s intended 
to commemorate. : 

Ever since the sixteenth century a great deal 
has been @ritten on the life and deeds of 
Columbus, and no doubt difficulties exist in 
bringing anything new to bear on the subject. 
It is proposed, therefore, that the paper to be 
written should be of a comprehensive, synoptic, 
and ecncise character, without tedious ani 
recondite detaiis. Although there are numérous 
works Treapecting American travels and ais- 
coveries, there is not one that ages yf dem- 
onstrates the marvelous efforts made by the 
nations of the Ibertan Peninsula from the be- 
ginning ofthe fifteenth century for the atquire- 
ment and knowledge of hitherto unvisited por- 
tiens of the planctin which We live. 

In this work there is a growing interest 
which, putting aside various mythical voyages, 
such as those of Doria and Vivaldi and others, 
began at the epoch when Gil Eannes doubled 
Cape Bojader, aiscovered Guinea, &e., and coh- 
cluded at the pertod when Etcano circumsayi- 
gated the globe. ; 

The culminating point of all these voyages of 
discovery was when Columbis firat hoisted the 
European flag on the soil of tha New World, a 
deed which led to the knowledge of the whole 
globe, to the advancement of the Christian re- 
ligion, and to the general wealth of all nations, 

No doubt the actors in these zlorious achisve- 
ments were inspired by diverse sentiments, 
some by the thirst for rénowh or wealth, others 
by the desire to eclipse the feats of the ancient 
Greeks and Romans. But the subject to: be 
treated of is the vast significance of this discov- 
ery of Columbus, the fourth centenary of which 
it is proposed to Celebrate without in the least 
detracting from the deeds of Bartolomé Dias, 
Cortes, Pizarro, and others, bringing into due 
notice the civilizing power Portugal bas brought 
to bear, and the crowning act of Spain when she 
for the first time braved the unknown Atlantic 


.and circumnavigated the globe. 


The programme for this paper, thus vaguely 
sketched, should eentain in a compendious in- 
troduction accounts of, travels and_ geographical 
advances made up to the time of the settlement 
of the Infante Don Enrique of Portugal in 
Sagres, concluding within an ample treatise on 
the changes and benefits wrought on civiliza- 
tion by our united efforts as regards commerce, 
= policy of nations, the extensivn of learning, 


c. 

The vastnese of the subjects, necessitates that 
the paper should bé a highly-finished work of 
art, not so much from the richness of diction, 
but rather from the general arrangement and 
neatuess of style; for its nobility and beauty 
should spring from the simplicity of the phra- 
seology, and from ajust appreciation and care- 
ful judgement. 

Any unpublished paper written ad hoc,in 
Spanish, Portuguese, English, German, French, 
or Italian, may enter into the competition. 

The tribunal to award the prize will be com- 
et me of two members of the Royal Academy of 

istory, of one member of each of the Royal 
Spanish Academies, and of various others. 

The diplomatic representative of each power 
will also form part of the tribunal; he will for- 
ward, to take part in the competition, any work 
of his countrymen, or present any person that 
power may designate. 

The tribunal will select a President, and ail 
decisions will be made, by means of voting, by 
all the members composing it. 

The works presented for competition should be 
neatly bound, written legibly on good paper, the 
name of the author not being. mentioned, and 
marked with a motto; but the author should 
write his name and address in a folded sheet, on 
the exterior of which he should repeat the same 
motto and the first sentence of his book. Those 
folded sheets belonging to works that receive no 
prizes will be burned unopened. 

Although itis difficult to assign the exact di- 
mensions of the works entered for competition, 
they should not exceed two volumes of 500 
pages, of the same size and of the same type as 
those ot the complete works of Cervantes, by 
Rivadeneyra, 1863-4. Still, if desired, another 
volume, containing documents, maps, &¢., may 
be added. 

In order that the jury may have time to ex- 
amine and vote, the competing works should be 
sent to the Secretary of the Royal Academy of 
History before Jan. 1, 1892. 

One prize of £1,200 (30,000 pesétas) will be 
given, together with a second one of £600, 
(15,000 pesetas.) 

In addition to these rewards, each of these 
two authors will be given 500 coptes of the 
edition of his book. 

The Centenary Commission Will decide how 
many copies of the edition of these works are 
tobe published and towbom they are tobe 
presented. 

The authors will preserve full rights over 
their works, and will be able to have them re- 
printed, translated, &e. But the commission, 
nevertheless, retains the right of having either 
or both of the prize works, should they be ina 
foreign language, translated into Spanish. 

The above is published by the commission for 
the information of the public and of the Gov- 
ernments of the persons who may desire to take 
part in the competition.

OLD AND NEW ORKUISERS. 





The revenue cutter Grant is to go into com- 
mission this week. The Grant has seen but 
little cruising during the past two years, 


owing to the need of repairs on the vea- 
sel and the lack of appropriations upon which 
todraw. The condition of the Grant, it is said, 
1s the condition of the greater number of 
revenue cutters in the service. It 18 further 
said that, if the Revenue Marine i8 consolidated 
With the navy, through the present Chandler 
bill, it will be the intention of the Navy De- 
parment to weed out the slow and obsolete vea- 
sels, which include nearly all, and replace 
them with a class of 400-ton gunboats de- 
signed for use in time of war as torpedo 
boat catchers, dispatch vessels, scouts, and gun- 
boats. They will be fitted out with the most 
improved modern machinery, be capable of 
steaming from twenty to twenty-one knots an 
hour, bs armed with rapid-fire guns, carry no 
sail power, be very light in hull and draught, 
and conform as nearly as possible to the famous 
Rattlesnake type of the British Navy. ith a 
fleet of such vessels, made up of craft costing 
not over $275,000 each, it is proposed that the 
coast guard of the United States will bé the 
crack service of the navy. In their present con- 
dition the vessels of the Révenue Marine would 
be of little more use in time of war than row- 
boats, yet the Revenue Marine passes under the 
Navy Department on the breaking out of hos- 
tilities. ? 

The crniser Baltimoré was unable to proceed 
on her trial trip Wednesday, as was intended. 
All of the members of the Official board aré in 


Philadelphia, but the delay in getting the big 
cruiser off will make it nevessary that many of 
them should return to their former duties. It 
is now Ehown that the.vessel suffered from the 
samine troubdlé that afflicted the Charleston on 
her trial trip—the metal heating. Itis also 
learned that the Baltimore was not down to her 
load water line when run on her recent trial; 
that, although she made from fourteen to 
fifteen knots an hour under natural dranght, 
the moment an attempt was made to force 
matters theré ensued such a heating of métal 
and filling up of oil sl6ts that the engines had to 
be stopped. The main trouble appeared to be 
located in the eccentric straps, These straps 
heated 48 soon xs forced draught was applied. 
A8 so00n 45 the Baliimore reaéhed the yard of 
the builders the éccentric straps were taken off 
and filled. with white iwetal and refitted. It 
will be fully ten days before the Baltimore can 
get to seid, and in the meantime a dock trial will 
be given thé vessel at the yard of the Cramps. 
This at least is understood to bé the programme 
among the members of the official board now 
assembled in Philadelphia. ’ 

The corvette Enterprise, at present on the 
European station, has seen more active éruis- 
ing than usually befalls an American War ves- 


sel on that station. The Enterprise left the 
United States during the Winter season of 
1887-8, proceedifg direct to Gibraltar. From 
Gibraltar she went to Tangicr, thence cruised to 
Italy. On reaching Villefranche, communica- 
tion was had with the American Admiral. The 
Enterprise was ordered to England. On reach- 
ing Southampton, her commanding oflicer, 
Commander McCalla, received orders to 
proceed up the Baltic as far as 
st. Petersburg. This order was complied with, 
the Enterprise maxing her second trip to the 
Russian capital. eturning from the Baltic, 
the Enterprise craised to the Mediterranean, 


was ordered to’ Madagascar, and remained on. 


the African cozst until relieved by the Swatara, 
from the South Atlantic station. From Mada- 
gascar she returned to the Mediterranean, 
cruised to the eastward, and was again ordered 
to Engtand. The corvette is now awaiting the 
arrival of the Dolphin, when both vessels will 
together cruise in Irish waters. The time of 
officers and mén on board thé Enterprise will be 
up next year.

THE GIANTS LOSE THE FIRST 
OF THE BIG SHRIES. 
IT WAS A GREAT GAME, BUT WELCH’S 
ERROR LOST IT — EXCITEMENT ON 
THE GRAND STAND. 


Just as the sun was going down over the Har- 
lem meadows iast evening a German band in 
One of the various concert halls on Washington 
Heignte struck up “The Dead March,” 10,000 
baseball enthusiasts filed out of the New Polo 
Grounds with their hate pulled down over their 
eyes, and afeeling of sadness reigned in the 
Vicinity. The Giants had met the Bostons and 
the latter had won the game by a score of 6 to 4. 
This series is regarded as the most important of 
the season, and the fact that the Giants had lost 
the opening game had anything but a cheerful 
effect on the vast army of * cranks” who reside 
in this city. 

There was plenty of excitement, and for a 
time a panic was imminent. The new grand 
stand was taxed to its utmost capacity, and as 
s00n as the game began and the crowds started 
to stamp and cheer, the upper portion of the 
structure settied. The spectators felt the shock 
and heard a noise ecoasioned by the cracking of 
timber. They made a rush for the stairway, 
and only for the interference of several cool- 
headed gentlemen there would certainly have 
been a bad crush. Inspector Conlin, who was 
on the grounds, took several policemen and 
rushed to the right wing of the grand stand. 

“Sit down; there 1s no danger!” he yelled as 
loudly as he could, ‘‘Remain in your seats; 
everything is ail right.” 

e spectators did as requested, and in afew 
Moments thé excitement Was over and the 
ame was continued. One of the big cross 
eams had slipped on account of a loose bolt, 
giving the spéciators an unpleasant shock, ai- 
though there was no danger of any accident to 
the atructure. The Inspector said that he 
would not allow any large crowds on the upper 
portion of the stand until the wood is well sea- 
soned. He does not think that there is a chance 
of an accident, but he fears that a recurrence 
may cause a panic and do some harm. 

In a few moments the excitement incident to 
the gate made the spettators forget about the 
trouble and the battle progressed as smoothly 
asever. Both teams played great, ball and up 
to the eighth inning it Wasanybody’s gam& At 
that juncture, however, Weloh, who had pitched 
@ model game, made & bad throw, and3 runs 
for Boston was the result. Hardie Richardson 
was on second and Nash on first, with 
one out, Ganzel hit a  bounder’ to 
Welch, who threw to Whitney to make 
a doubié play, but the ball went widé of the 
mark, and the error lost the game. It was an 
unfortunate play, but one that is liable to hap- 
pen in any game.

ports for Turkey and India and eleven are now 
crossing the continent, either to San Francisco 
or Vancouver, bound for China or Japan. 

Several of these missionaries are to sail from 
Boston on the Cephalonia, and the rest are soon 
to leave. Nineteen of the foreigners are réturn- 
ing to work in which they have been engaged 
some of them for many years, Twenty of them 
are going to Turkey, four to India, seventeen to 
China, aud eight to Japan. Prayers were of- 
fered by Dr. Jeremiah Taylor of Boston, and 
the Rev. Thomas Laurie, D.D,, of Providence. 
The story of the several missionaries who are 
going out was briofiy told, ana the Rev. J. L. 
Fowle spoke for the Western Turkish element, 
the Rev. L. H. Adams for that in Central Tur- 
key, and tha Rev. L. Barnum for that in 

‘astern Turkey. The Rev. H. L. Bailey spoke 
for the Indian missionaries. The meeting occn- 
pied nearly three hours. After the meeting the 
outgoing missionéries Were greeted by many 
friends and acquaintances.

NEW PAVEMENTS. 


WORK ORDERED BY THE BOARD OF E8- 
TIMATE AND APPORTIONMENT. 


Resolntions were adopted by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment yesterday direct- 
ing the Commissioner of Public Works to repave 
the following streets with asphalt On the present 
stone block foundation: Thisty-sixth and Thirty- 
seventh streets from Fifth to Sixth avenue; 
Thirty-cighth-street from Fourth-avenue to 
Madison-avenue and from Fifth to Sixth ave 
nue; Fortieth-street from Fourth to Fifth ave- 
nue; Forty-third-street from Madison-avenus 
to Sixth-avenue; Sixtieth and Sixty-seventh 
streets from Fourth to Fifth avenue; Sixty- 
eighth-street from Park-avenue to Fifth-avenue; 
Twenty-fifth-street from Broadway to Sixth- 


avente; Thirty-second-strest from Madison-, 


avenue to Fifth-avenué, and Thirty-third-strees 
from Fourth-avenus to Broadway. 

The repaving of Lexington-avenue from 
Twenty-first to Thirty-second sireet and from 
Sixty-sixth to Sixty-ninth street with asphalt 
of eithef a concrete fodiidation or on the prés- 
ent stone block, as the Commissioner may elect, 
was also ordered. The Controller was empow- 


ered to issue the remaining $300,000 bonds of 
the $1,600,000 authorized by the Legislature. 

Commissioner Gilroy submitted a reportshow- 
ing that the $200,000 appropriated fot an as- 
phalt pavement on the Boulevard would do the 
work from Fifty-ninth to Eighty-sixth street, 
but until the Forty-Second-Street, Broadway 
and Boulevard Railroad Company decides what 
it is going to do about paving between its tracks 
the order to push forward the work was sus- 

ended, 

The Corporation Counsel was granted a trans- 
fer of $1,000 to refurnish and recarpet his o!- 
tice. The Excise Board was allowed a transfer 
of $3,397 50 to pay the salaries of three special 
aides, a doorkesper, ahd a steamboat rounds- 
may, newly-appointed officials. The claim of 
ox-fxolse Commissioners Join J. Morris and 
Nicholas Haughton for. salary from May 1 to 
July 7, 1886, during which time they were en- 
gaged in litigation with Mayor Grace to retain 
their places, was referred to Controller Myers 
for report. 

The board received but did not act upon a 
communication sent in by Mr. W. E. D. Stokes 
in which ne argued strongly in favor of asphalt 
against other pavements. He opposes the idea 
of paving ohe side of the Boulevard with 
granite and the other with asphalt, saying that 
the heavy travel wouid all take the asphalt 
side, and a8 the pleasure travel cotld not be 
thrust aside, ali the great travel of the Grand 
Boulevard would be upon one alone of the tvo 
carriageways. The contrasi of the two side by 
side would show the superiority of the asphalt 
go conclusively that no more granite biocks 
would be jaid in the city. 

Mr. Stokes suggésts the necessity of com- 
etition as shown by the fact that at a recent 
étting of contracts only one bid, at a price 
above the usual rate, was received. A question 
would probably arise between the different 
kinds of asphalt—the Tock asphalt of Switzer- 
land, which contains lime in natural combina- 
tion, and the Trinidad asphalt, in which the 
lime Is brought into artificial combiuvation and 
mixed with sand for a pavement. The’ great 
difficulty of keeping a pavement in good repair 
should be avoided by including it in the con- 
tract. This was done by the Barbér A&pnalt 
Paving Company, which controls the Trinidad 
mines, when it paved St. Charles-avenue in 
New-Orleana in 1882 and gave a guarantees for 
twenty-two years. The guarantee should also 
include sprinkling the carriageway in wét or 
icy weather with sand whén required. 


SYRACUSE WANTS MORE WATER 


THE CANAL BUARD HEAR ADVOCATES 
FOR AND AGAINST. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 29.—The Canal Board 
met in the Assembly parlor in the Capitol vuild- 
ing this morning, and took up the question of 
granting permission to the Syracuse Water 
Board to appropriate so much of the waters of 
Skaneateles Lake as may be necessary to supply 
the city of Syracuse with water. 

Buffalo was represented by President John C, 
Graves and a committee of twenty-five from 


the Buffalo Merchants’ Exchange, who oppose 
the granting of the application. 

Ex-City Attorney C. L. Stone of Syracuse 
opénea the question, saying that the mille along 
the Jordan River, whieh flows from the lake to 
the canal, were using a surplus amount of 
water, which, he asserted, was a sufficient sup- 
ply for Syracuse, which wishes to acquire the 
rights of such mills either by purchase or con- 
demnation proceedings, and store the water 
which runs to waste during the close of naviga- 
tion, which, he said, amounted to 43,200,000 
gallons per day, and that, this would furnish the 
city of gyracuise 17,753,000 gallons pet day the 
year round, 

Counselor Géorge Barrow, representing the 
owners of mills and private ype ened along the 
shore of the lake, argued in opposition to the 
application. 

Esek Cowen of Troy, representing Judge Com- 
stock of the New-York Produce Exchange, and 
A, E. Blackmar of the same institution also ar- 
gued in opposition. 

Deputy Engineer Stebbins, in whose division 
the Jordan level lies, opposed the measure. He 
reviewed the many attempts Syracuse had 
made to secure an adequate water supply, and 
read statistics which showed many other 
sources from which a sufficient quantity of 
water could be obtained. 

Senator Laughlin of Buffalo said the report 
of the State Board of Health, which had inves- 
tigated the whole subject, showed that thore 
were other sources besides the lake from which 
an ample supply of pure and wholesome water 
could be obtained, which would meet the grow- 
ing needs of the city for years to come. 

A letter in opposition was then read from 
Horatio Seymour, dated Marquette, Mich, June 
6. Among other things he said: 

‘“‘Itis well known thatthe canal needs all the 
water of Skaneatelos Lake, and that only three 
times in the last seventeen years has the lake been 
full. Ithas been necessary a number of times to 
shut down the gates during the Winter .n order to 
have enough water to supply the canal for 
the next season’s navigation. As Trustees for 
the State, the Canal Board should not allow 
the water of Skaneateles Lake to be tapped 
until the forks necessary to supply any possible 
deficiency are proviced and the water is in their nos- 
Réssion. If the board gives the permission where 
will the matter stop? The enemies of cane’s and 
their Canadian rivals will rejoice and view it as 
the entering wedge that isto destroy our .gstem 
that has diverted the business of the West ‘fs: m the 
St. Lawrence.” 


In closing, he said: 


“T hope that the Canal Board will declics to per- 
mit this injustice to our waterways.” 





AN OLD OLAIM RENEWED. 


A SHORTAGE IN THE TREASURY OF 
THE STATE OF IOWA, 


DEs MorINEs, Iowa, Aug. 29.—State Auditor 
Lyon has submitted his annual réport to the 
Governor, and one item in it will make quite 
a sensation. During the sixties R. J. Owing, 
as private secretary to Gov. Stone, appr opri- 
ated about $23,000 of the State funds, which 
has since been paid, with the exception of

When the 
Auditor wrote to Mellinger and Forney of Bur- 


jington, who gave the note, about the unpaid 
alance, he was surprised by their produced 
evidence to show that tho entire claim, smount- 
ing to $7,341 80, was paid to Attorney General 
McPherson on July 7, 1882, in whose nands it 
had been placed for collection by Auditor Lucas 

eb. 2,1882. . 

Of this amoufit, McPherson paid, into the State 
Treasury $1,500 on Noy. 15, 1883, nine months 
after its collection, and $3,000 Feb. 4, 1884, two 
years after its collection, and stili retains 
$2,841 80, which, with interest at 6 pér cent, 
from date of payment to him, makes a total of 
$4,440, which he still has in his possession, and 
which the Auditor says he has placed inthe 
hands of Attorney General Stone for collection. 
Thé Auditor’s report further Says: 

“Itis due Mr. McPherson. ta. say in this con- 
nection that [ have made a formal demand upon 
iim for this balance, and that hé disclaims 
owing the State any sum whateyer, and asserts 
that all the money collected by Him las becn 
accounted for by thé payments made to 
the Treasurer of the State and by meeting the 
Necessiry expenses attending tie collection of 
this and. otuer claims. _] find. that the records 
in tue office of the Clerk o: the District Court 
do nut show any payment or sapisfaction of this 
judgment agaiost Meilinger, Forney, and, Ed- 
Wards, and while 1 fully 4ppreciate thé injug 
tice of this situation I do not feei at liberty 
undér the circuivstances to enter such satisfac- 
tion on the records without spevial {authority by 
law to do so.” 

Attorney General McPherson went out of of- 
fice Jan, 1,1885, and is not, therefore, criminal- 
fy liable, but action will be taken against his 
bond, and the loss will no doubt be recovered.

Republican Clubs on Wednesday evening

sort on every candidate for office, national, : 
State, or city, “‘who is in-favor of the pres- 
ent odious civil service law or its appli- 
cation, in the distribution of public:patron- 
age.” They further declared the law to be 
“a relic of European Governments;” and 
that it should be repealed. We shall be 
told that these.men are mere vulgar place 
hunters, whose declarations are of no con- 
sequence. But this does:not agree’ with the 
facts. Their statements may be ignorant 
and stupid, but they agree with the prac- 
tice of the educated and pious-statesmen 
who are the.heads of the party and of the 
Government. 'Mr. WANAMAKER and Mr. 
NOBLE, and even: Mr. HARRISON’ himself, by 
acts that.speak more loudly than words, 
confirm the avowals of these hungry and 
outspoken Marylanders. 








Nor are the Baltimoreans any more out- 
spoken than the Pennsylwanians, New- 
Yorkers, and’ Ohioans, who met on the same 
evening in Washington and organized an 
association to hasten the distribution of 


the public fodder. These gentlemen can- | 


didly described themselves as “lean and 
hungry Republican shoats, who:have been 
rooting and. digging-for the last four years 
in hope to get a whack at Uncle Sam’s crib 
before the corn is all gone.” We do not 
know that we can add to this-description.

It declares the confi- 
dence of the organization in TANNER’S 
integrity-and further asks “‘a-full investi- 
cation of his.administration, of the affairs 
of the Pension Bureau.” That is to say, 
it thinks TANNER is honest:and ought to 
be searched. A delegate: named-CaMPBELL 
told much more-truth than he meant to tell 
when he observed: ‘For fifteen years we 
have been declaring and others have 
been uttering a sentiment that the coun- 
try can never pay the debt due to the 
pld soldiers, but Corporal TANNER is the 
first officer that has made that sentiment a 
practical reality.” It is quite true that if 
TANNER’s estimate of the debt due to the 
ola soldiers were accepted the country 
could never pay it. Meanwhile TaNNER 
himself is acting on it, at least as far-as the 
law allows, if not considerably further. 
The result of the “indorsement” of him by 
the Grand Army is merely to deepen the 


yainful impression that that organization, 


is conducted for the purpose of collecting 
zhe debt of gratitude the country owes its 
members. 


There is method in Chicago’s madness 
about a world’s fairof her‘own. It was 
just so in 1876, and anybody who supposes,

cease anywhere short of the last ditch 
don’t know Chicago. Millions had been 
spent upon the Centennial, and the open- 
ing of the fair at Philadelphia was as 
certain as the coming of the date before 
Congress was asked for money. Whether 
because of that or in spite of it, the fact is 
that the first appropriation bill was de- 
feated, and defeated by Western votes. 
The Eastern States contributed 43 yeas 
and the Southern States 36 yeas. But 
the West voted yeas 11, nays 90, and, 
other scattering nays being added, the 
money was withheld. The second money 
bill passed by the narrow margin of 16, 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois leading the 
| opposition. This repetition of history is 
rather tiring. Nobody objects to Chicago’s 
having a fair. It ought to have one, if 
only for purposes of comparison. The 
moral is that a few early defeats, if any 
there are, should not disceurage the. public- 
spirited citizens who have the matter in 
charge. Nothing of such worth and size 
succeeds without rivals and discourage- 
ments, 


Apropos of our remarks about the fire 
“escapes” on the Seventh-avenue building 
in which ten people were burned to-death 
the other day, we notice that the jury 
brought in a verdict of death by arson and 
censured the owners of the building and 
‘the Building Department. This displeased 
the Coroner, who lectured them and sent 
them back. Im three-quarters of an hour 
they: returned with a similar verdict. Again 
| they were instructed in Crowner’s ’quest 
law and sent back. Their third verdict 
contained nothing about incendiarism, nor 
anything about: woeoden-floored fire escapes, 
nor anything about anybody’s being te 
blame. This verdict was above criticism 
and was permitted to stand. There seems 
to be.a valuable lesson here, but it will re- 
quire-deliberation to enforce it. Perhaps it 
proves the-worthlessness of Coroners’ juries; 
or would the:jury be better without the 
Coroner? or should fire escapes be built 
.entirely-of wood? orshould the poor owner 
of the gold-mine tenements be entirely re- 
lieved from the burden of erecting any es- 
capes? Suppose the decision of these ques- 
tions were left to the families of the ten 
dead persons? 








The Brooklyn Aldermen are nagging the 
Long Island Railway again. It is a very 
‘humorous proceeding. The Aldermen say 
in substance that the locomotive kills some- 
body once a month or oftener, and the rail- 
way must run its trains slower, and put up 
gates, and hire watchmen, and do all sorts 
of things which cost money. Of course, no- 
body wouldsay a word in defense of a rail- 
tf way. It’s only from love of a joke that we 
revive the fact that the railway was a hum- 
ble and unsuccessful petitiener before these 
same Aldermen fer the privilege otelevating 
j its tracks, which would ef course have 
prevented accidents on the street surface. 
The scheme was so superior to the Alder- 
men’s as to appear to merit success, but the 
franchise was said to be toocostly. Now 
the company can consider at leisure how 
F expensive it may be to go without the fran- 
chise. Impertinent persons with long 
memories may ask how it happens that 
locomotives run on Atlantic-avenue at all. 
Was not a handsome sum paid in consider- 
ation of the removal ef steam altogether ? 
and, from a public point of view, why 
should the road run to a pocket at Flat- 
bush-avenue when at East New-York it 
makes direct connection with two elevated 
railways, one a minute’s walk away, which 
run throughout the city? Suppose, instead 
of granting franchises helter-skelter, the 
Legislature could and should in such a case 
as this stipulate-for connecting traffic ar- 
rangements? But why not suppose the mil- 
lennium at once ? 








A DISGRACEFUL BID. 

We have no fear that the Republican 
managers in Congress will ever seriously 
try to impose a duty on imported hides. 
They would not dare to do so, and the fact 
that they have issued acampaign decument 
for use-in the new States, inviting votes for 
the party on the ground that such a duty 
would be advantageous to the ranchmen, is 
not the slightest evidence that they have 
any intention of carrying out their implied 
pledge. They have made pledges before 
that were not implied, but expressed, and 
have not hesitated to violate them. ‘There 
is no reason to suppose that they will ever 
pay any attention to this’ one. Yet the 
making of the proposition is very signifi- 
cant. It shows the utter recklessness of 
the party leaders in their greed. The free 
importation of foreign hides has been and 
is generally known to have been of the 
greatest benefit to the country. It has 
built up not merely one but a whole body 
of intimately related industries, that have 
given honest and profitable employment to 
large amounts of: capital and to large num- 
bers of workmen. So far back as 1880, as 
shown by the Springfield Republican, the 


country empleyed ‘over 168,000 men, paid 
in wages annually over $65,000,000, and 
turned out a product of $381,000,000.” 
Now, it is a very moderate estimate that 
each of these wage earners supported at 
least: two other persons, so that we have 
here an industry supporting over a half 
million of the population of the country. 
To these must be added a large number en- 
gaged in the making, repairing, and‘ dis- 
tributing the machinery for this work, in 
constructing and repairing the buildings, 
and in distributing the goods. To these, 
aggin, the still larger number employed in 
furnishing the necessaries and comforts of 
life'to those who live by these industries. 
No wonder that the Republican is moved 
to say that “if the party is really commit- 
ted to the proposition of restoring the duty 
upon raw hides it will be obliged to emi- 
grate from the manufacturing States and 
pick up a subsistence on the far Western 
plains.” But the party is not really com- 
initted to anything of the kind, for one 
reason because no form of promise is known 
to the English language that will commit 
the present Republican leaders to any- 
thing in a way to prevent. their. 
dodging or repudiating it. Another rea- 
son is that the party has taken no 
action in the matter, and this particular

Yet, as we have remarked, the making of 
the bid is'very significant, not only because 
of its proof of the cynical dishonesty of the 
leaders, but because it is a kind of bid that 
they are making and are compelled to make 
more and more frequently by the very 
nature of the system in which they are 
engaged. That system undertakes to favor 
special interests at the expense of the gen- 
eral community, The more of these favors 
there are given out the more they conflict 
with each other, and the greater the de- 
mand there is for them. The number of 
protective duties has grown steadily ever 
sinée protection was begun. It must go on 
growing because every such duty tends to 
make the cost of the protected article 
higher than it would otherwise be, and 
almost every article enters into the produc- 
tion of some other article and the duty in- 
creases the cost of that, and that must in 
its turn be given a special favor. The 
longer this goes on the greater the complex 
injury becomes and the greater the inev- 
itable demand and need for extending it. 
Last year the Republicans in the Senate 
undertoek to ‘revise’ the tariff. Simple- 
minded persons may have supposed that to 
revise would be to reduce it and render it 
less complicated and oppressive. The lead- 
ers in the Senate had no such idea, but if 
they had had, they could not have carried it 
out. The moment they touched the tariff 
they increased duties. Doubtless they 
meant to do so from the first, but they 
would have been compelled to if they had 
not intended it. The interests whose sup- 
port had been bought with favers demand- 
ed more as the condition of continued sup- 
port. The wool men of Ohio, the iron men 
of Pennsylvania, the cutlery men of Con- 
necticut had to be satisfied, and the Senate 
leaders tried to satisfy them. Like demands 
will be presented at the next session of 
Congress, and the only reason why they 
will not be granted is that the majority of 
the House is not strong enough to permit 
the leaders to carry out their policy. But, 
bad as this is, the final result will be good. 
It is an evil that will cure itself. The time 
has already come when the protective tariff 
is definitely injuring industries of great im- 
portance, and the men engaged in these 
industries begin to see it and are making 
their views and wishes known. The iron 
manufacturers of New-England are deeply 
disaffected. The woolen manufacturers are 
almost as much so. The Republican mana- 
gers cannot satisfy them without offending 
some other interests, and this will be more 
and more the case until the whole tariff 
system falls to pieces of its own weight. 








OHIO AND THE TARIFF. 


However much the nomination of the 
Democratic candidate for Governor in Ohio 
may leave to be desired, the impression left 
by the Democratic Convention ought to be 
very gratifying to believers in rational 
politics. The-proceedings of the convention 
showed, as every authoritative expression 
of Democratic opinion since the election of 
last year has shown, that the supporters 
of Mr. CLEVELAND are not in the least 
discouraged by their defeat, and that 
the next campaign «is to be fought on 
the same lines as the last. The testi- 
mony of Ohio upon this point is 
especially valuable, because in no other 
State, perhaps excepting Indiana, are “ poli- 
tics” so prevalent. That is to say, in no 
other States do the professional politicians 
more completely control the doings of par- 
ties. The tendency of the statesman who, 
like Mr. ALBERT DAGGETT, “is in polit.cs 
because it pays him’ is to avoid making 
an issue that means anything. His notion 
of a platform is that it is a fool-trap, and 
when he has constructed a platform that no 
man can reject without confessing himself 
to be either a depraved or a stupid person 
he regards his achievement with great com- 
placency and, in his own language, points 
to it with pride. Nothing is more repulsive 
to him than a plain statement of proposi- 
tions about which he knows that people 
differ. For this reason he has been for 
many years very much afraid of saying 
anything about the tariff except in the 
most general way. In Ohio he is par- 
ticularly shy of touching the tariff because 
of the general belief that the farmers of 
Ohio are opposed to the repeal or modifica- 
tion of the duty on raw wool. As this duty 
hampers our manufacturers as much as 
any other item in the schedules, if not 
more, and as any real reform of the tariff 
must begin with it, we might expect that a 
Democratic convention in Ohio would 
avoid the subject or say something safe and 
meaningless about it. Particularly when 
the party had just been defeated upon that 
issue the professional politicians might be 
expected to point to the defeat as an illus- 
tration of the folly of mixing with the pur- 
suit of practical politics anything so absurd 
and irrelevant as political principles. 

In spite of all this, the convention not 
only declared in favor of tariff reform and 
of the enactment of the Mills bill as the 
beginning.of tariff reform, but it applaud- 
ed the speech of Mr. HarTER, which went 
very far beyond the Mills bill. There was 
no shuffling or evasion whatever in the 
platform, which fairly challenged the hos- 
tility of the beneficiaries of the existing 
tariff while it appealed for support to its 
victims. In the circumstances these dec- 
larations are proofs of political courage, 
and as that is a quality the professional 
politician never exhibits, it is plain that he 
did not make them of his own motion. 
They are made in obedience to a demand 
on the part of the voters of the party 
which the politicians cannot ignore. 

The process of popular education begun 
in the canvass of 1888 will go on, it is 
now evident, until a majority of the voters 
of the United States see the tariff as it 
is, an instrument in which duties are 
levied, not according to any honest esti- 
mate of the public needs, but according 
to tke importunity of private interests, 
to which the public interest has been un- 
sparingly sacrificed. It is a great thing 
for the country that it should be thus 
assured that the agitation of revenue re- 
form will not be abandoned until the 
abuses of the tariff are corrected, and 
the action of the Democratic Convention 
of Ohio is one of the most significant of 


these assurances, Tais result the country 





owes entirely to the courage of Mr. 
CLEVELAND. If the Mills bill had been 
introduced in, the usual way, as a party 
measure, Democrats like Mr. CAMPBELL, 
the candidate for Governor in Ohio, would 


| have voted against it instead of voting-for 


it under protest. If ithad become the issue 
of a national campaign in which its sup- 
porters were defeated, the politicians would 
have dropped and shirked the issue there- 
after. Mr. CLEVELAND made this imposst- 
ble. By committing himself to the reform 
he committed his party to it, madeit a test 
of party loyalty, and gave the Democrats 
what they had not had since the war, nor 
for a good many years before, a living issue 
upon which they were in th right. This is 
a public service whichfew men have the 
power and fewer still the will to render. 
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AN EDUCATIONAL MINE. 


The excavation of the site of Delphi is an 
event to which all who are concerned to 
know the past of Greece and recover more of 
her works of art look forward with the deep- 
est interest, Some time ago the French 
hoped to have the honor of unearthing what 
may remain of the splendors of the Temple 
of Apollo, once the religious centre of 
Greece; but negotiatiens fell through, and 
it is now open to America to conduct a cam- 
paign of exploration and obtain a 
portion of the objects discovered. The 
Greek Government will permit the site 
of the “‘ Pythian’s” temple to be excavated 
by the American School at Athens, pro- 
vided the sum of $80,000 is secured in 
order to indemnify the property owners of 
Kastri and pay for the labor. That little 
town was never very flourishing, and it 
was badly injured by an earthquake fifteen 
or twenty years ago; but the owners of 
houses and vineyards will not vacate their 
possessions for the love of art. They insist 
on hard cash. 

The Council of the Archzological Insti- 
tute of America passed reselutions last May 
at their New-York meeting to the effect 
thatif a sum of $75,000 should be raised 
for the purchase of Kastri the Institute 
would conduct excavations there for five 
years under the supervision of the Ameri- 
can School at Athens, the yearly appropria- 
tion therefor net to exceed $5,000. That 
their action was dictated by love for the 
fine arts and ancient history was 
evident, but it may be pointed out 
that there is a business side to the 
matter which those gentlemen have 
ignored as beneath them or else overlooked. 
This is, that the investment of so much 
capital is a good move, merely on the 
chances of recovering treasure. Gold and 
silver and precious stones may not be found 
in any quantity worth considering; but, as 
the world now moves, Greek sculptures of 
the fine period represent very creat values 
in hard money, while the secondary objects 
belonging to very ancient days, or wrought 
by artists of the second rank, are anything 
but valueless. As a mere business venture, 
then, such a campaign would be sound. 

Delphi was to a dozen Greek States what 
Washington is to the States of our Union. 
But at Delphi there was a most potent 
attraction for works of art in marble, 
bronze, silver, and gold, the oracle of 
Apollo. This was not readily consulted by 
town, tribe, or tyrant without a generous 
gift. Its priests were luxurious men, fat 
with the offerings of politicians who sought 
their influence in the intrigues between 
States, from the fees of weaithy visitors, 
and from the aggregation of dues paid in by 
hordes of pilgrims. The wealth accumu- 
lated in the temples and treasuries was 
fabulous, and,-though plundered at times, 
in spite of the league of States formed 
chiefty for the purpose of punishing such 
misdeeds, it was very rich in the second 
century of ourera. A systematic excava- 
tion is likely to unearth buried hoards 
of the precious metals and of sculpt- 
ures hurried under ground during alarms 
of invasion, such as have been found 
in Rome. It seems hardly probable 
that the coming of Gauls, Persians, Mace- 
donians, and Romans should not have been 
preceded by the concealment of such 
things, and that many should not have 
been forgotten when the danger passed. 
Perhaps that strange stone the omphalos 
may be found, which the Greeks believed 
to be the visible centre of the flat or con- 
cave-disk of the earth, and which held in 
the eyes of the ancient Greeks much the 
same place the Black Stone at Mecca does 
in the minds of Moslems. 

One part of the Apollo temple had on its 
walls quotations from the sayings of the 
seven wise men of Greece. Should these 
stones be found, what a boon it will be to 
those who study philosophy, ancient laws, 
and the history of letters! Bronze plates 
with addresses tothe deities, ex voios, and 
objects placed at Delphi in order te spread 
the fame of Princes who lived as far away as 








the Euphrates, were once thick in the sanct-.} 


uaries; the remnants of such a collection, 
the articles thrown away because broken, 
or because their places were wanted for 
costlier offerings, ought to be enough to re- 
pay the explorer. The responsible names 
attached to the circular of the insti- 
tute show how profound is the wish of 
scholars that to: the United States should 
accrue the glory of unearthing Delphi. 
Among them ars Messrs. CHARLES ELIOT 
NoRTON, RuSSELL STURGIS, and President 
GILMAN. The Secretary is Mr. WILLIAM C. 
LAWTON of Cambridge, Mass. As the offer 
from the Greek Government is limited, its 
term being Dec. 1, no time should be lost 
by those who wish to aid a work of the 
highest educational value. ;

These “before 
taking and after taking” tickets will be al- 
most as valuable as-spirit photographs, and 
their novelty will draw custom to any road 
using them. Onsome of the slower roads 
there might be a third description, showing 
about how much the passenger should 
change in the course of the journey.

George Fawcett Rowe will be remembered

afterward in a three-act farcical piece of his own 
made from scenes in the book, 4nd for his spir- 
ited portrayal of the mendacious hero of his 
own farcical piece called “ Brass.” He was 
first seen here as Micawber at Booth’s The- 
atre under the management of Jarrett & 
Palmer about fifteen years ago. He had 
previously acted in New-York, years before 
under the management of Mrs. John Wood at 
the bee fo Theatre. Then he played Sir 
Charles Coldstream in “‘ Used Up” and Medea in 
& burlesque written by himself. He wrote the 
play called “The Géneva Cross,” which was 

roduced by Messrs. Shook & Palmer at the 
U nion-Square Theatre in 1873. He produced 

Brass” at Mr. Abbey’s Park“Theatre in 1876. 

He was a man whose long career had been 

marked by some notable triumphs, but by many 
more depressing’ failures. He had acted and 
produced plays in all parts of the civilized 
world. He made this city his home for several 
years, but most his efforts during those years 
are already forgotten. A piece of his Galled 
*‘Pop’—a musical farce of small value—put 
some money in his pocket seven or 
eight years ago. He was aie good 
actor of some eccentric parts, and his 
Micawber, if not exactly like Dickens’s 
creation, was certainly like the famous pictures 
of Phiz. He once acted Digby Grant in “ Two 
Roses” at the Brooklyn Park Theatre with a 
company made up of actors from Wallack’s and 
the Union-Square, and his performance of this 
difficult part was finely discriminating and im- 
pressive. His best play, ‘‘The Geneva Croas,” 
Was an honest, substantial, and effective piece 
of work. 

Mr. Rowe's life was full of trials and disap- 
pointments, but he was always cheerful in the 
face of adversity, andin the old days had a host 
of friends here, who, itis hoped, have not for- 
gotten him since he dropped out of the public 
Sight.

The Pennsyl- 
vania association invited members of all other 
State associations to join in a “ kickers’” meet- 
ing last night, and about seventy-five persons 
accepted the invitation. They listened to a 
poe both vigorous and picturesque, 
elivered by 8 It. Stratton, the Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania association, 
who declared that his efforts to get 
places for members of the association had 
never been so abortive as during the last three 
months, and he had become discouraged. 
“Our hearts,” said he, “ will not be filled until 
every available officiai place at the disposal of 
the appointing power of the Government is 
filled with true and tried Republicans.” Presi- 
dent Stratton had some pretty pronouncea 
notions of the way a successful political party 
ought to be run, and for the benefit of his hear- 
ers he put them into proverbs as follows: 
“First, never trust a political snake, dead or 
alive, for, likea gun, 1t 1s dangerous without 
look, stock, or barrel. Second, never put 
clubs into the hands of your enemies 
with which to beat out your brains if you 
have any. Third, favors and conciliatory offer- 
ings to late political adversaries are evidences 
of cowardice and weak spinal vertebra, 
Fourth, make peace only with such elements 
as will help your party, no matter by what 
name they are calied or what padgs they 
wear. Fifth, forgiveness of party enemies and 
alienation of party friends is not a good way to 
secure the retention of party supremacy. Sixth, 
beware of false prophets and wolves in sheep’s 
clothing; an inside traitor is worse than a hun- 
dred open enemies. Seventh, delays are always 
dangerous. Eighth, in politics choose between 
the parties; let one be your political enemy, the 
other your friend; if you try to please bothyou 
will offend both.” wy 

Just how high-toned and refined a Republican 
ge hunter may become was illustrated by 

r. Stratton when he sald: ‘I am constantly 
reminded on the street and elsewhere that ‘we 
have met the enemy and We are theirs;’ that 
the spoils of victory are in the hands of the 
enemy to an alarming extent; that the still 
sow drinks the official ewill, and that these still 
sows are apartand parcel of the Democratic 
herd, bequeathed as a legacy to the Republican 
Party by his late Eminent Highness Grover the 
First—and the last; that this pork is fat enough to 
kill, and tnat it ought to be disposed of while 
the official knife is sharp and the water hot, so 
a8 to give piace to a few of the lean and hungry 
Republican shoats, who have been rooting and 
digging for the last four years in hope to get a 
whack at Uncie Sam’s orib before the corn is 
all gone.” 

The Pennsylvanian’s remarks were echoed by 
representatives of the New-York, Maryland, 
and Ohio State associattons, and then a joint 
association was formed to see what could be 
done toward securing “the recognition” to 
which the members think they are entitled. The 
election of Gen. Harrison had the effeot of giv- 
ing new life and activity to the Republican 
State associations here, which had been very 
quiet for four years. Gen. Harrison’s adminis- 
Stration as President appears to have turned 
their activity into an entirely new channel. 


Postmaster General Wanamaker announces 
that he does not propose at present to abolish 
the supplementary mail system in the New- 


York Post Office, by which letters for foreign 
countries can be mailed from one to three hours 
later than the closing of the regular mails. He 
agrees, however, with the report recently made 
by the New-York Post Otlice Commission, that 
there is no legal warrant for requiring letters 
sent by the ee mails to pay double 
postage, and he is seeking for some system 
which will do away with this penalty. The pro- 
tests of New-York merchants and business men 
against Mr. Wanamaker’s supposed purpose to 
shut off the supplementary mails have been 
answered by the Postmaster General with the 
statement that he will not do so until some 
equally good or better system 1s found to take 
their place, and he will give interested New- 
Yorkers a hearing before making any change. 
It is not unlikeiy that Congress will be asked to 
authorize the Government to respond favorably 
to the proposition made several months ago by 
the German postal authorities. This was that 
postal employes should be placed on each Ger- 
man ocean steamship, whe should receive mail 
on board up to the moment oi saiiing, 
and should prepare it during the voy- 
age for distribution very much as is now 
done on the railway postal cars. It was 
estimated by Germany that such asystem would 
cost about $130,000 a year, and it was proposed 
that each Government should bear one-half the 
expense. The United States authorities had to 
reply that they could not take such a step with- 
out special legislation by Congress. Mean- 
while, the German Government has done what 
it can for those who use its mail steamers by 
making the pursers of such vessels regular 
agents of its Post Ottice Department and put- 
ting on each steamer a box for tne reception of 
mail matter, which is prepared for distribution 
after the vessel sails. a

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SOLID PACIFIC SLOPE MEN 
THEIR OONFERENCE BEGUN 
IN SAN FRANCISOO, 
REPORTS FAVORING THE NAVY, cOM- 


MERCE, AND OUR INTEROCEANIC 
CANAL AT NICARAGODA, 4 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 29.—Tne commercial 
conference which was called by the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce some time ago 
met here this afternoon. The organizations 
represented were the San Francisco Produce 
Exchange, Manufacturers’ Association, Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Board of Trade, California 
State Board of Trade, anil Chambers of Com- 
merce of Los Angeles, Sau Diego, and Eureka. 
feveral of the State Representatives in Con- 
gress were present, and letters were received 
from others. The committees appointed some 
time ago to prepare papers upon various sub- 
jects submitted their reports. 

The first was of encouragement of maritime 
commerce and increased energy in its construc- 
tion of the navy. The report is very lengthy, 
and enters largely into trade statistics, showing 
that the United States stands fourthin rank 
among the great commercial nations of the 
world. The report urges that other American 
countries and Australian colonies would de 
glad to have closer trade relations with the 
United States if better transportation facilities 
were provided. It suggests that the law should 
be repealed requiring vessels in foreign trade 
to be builtand owned in America before being 


registered. It appeals to Congress to adopt 
measures which will secure that portion of the 
world’s commerce, remunerative employment 
for the people, aud perfect security from for- 
eign aggression. 

The next report dealt with the Nicaragua 
Canal as a meaus of nalional defense and as an 
aid to the development of commerce. The con- 
struction of the work under American auspices 
is pronounced of great importance and advan- 
tage to the Republic and especially to the 
Pacific coast thereof. ‘ The prompt reinforce- 
ment of the paval forces of the United States on 
the Pacific Ocean may at any time become a 
national necessity. From the naval station at 
Pensacola San Francisco can be reached by 
modern war vessels in’ twelve days via the pro- 
posed canal.” 

The stragetic advantages of the control of the 
canal are dwelt on and the conclusion is reached 
that “it would be a@ national crime to permit 
such an advantage to be obtained by any Eu- 
ropean power.” 

From a commercial point of view it is de- 
clared to be “no swmali advantage to decrease 
the navigable distance to our Eastern seaboard 
and to Eurepe by 9,000 miles. Water trans- 
portation is the cheapest known to commerce, 
and when cargoes of merehandize can pass 
through Nicaragua in unbroken bulka great 
impetus will be given toour Pacific coast com- 
merce, industries, and agriculture. Pacitic coast 
ports will rapidly increase in wealth and pros- 
perity, and our railway systems in the enjoy- 
ment of a protitable and greatly increased short 
haul will no longer have to fight each other and 
the Canadian Pacific for a pro rata of an 
overload trattic at rates much less remunera- 
tive.’ 

The canal is declared to be most advan- 
tageously situated for the use of sailing vessels 
as well as steamships, as it will enable the 
former to avoid the equatorial calm beltin their 
passages eastand west. The increase of our 
trade with the Central American republics as a 
result of the construction of the canal is noted 
a8 aD important consideration. The foreign 
commerce of those republics is placed at 
$30,000,000 annually, of which we get only 
one-sixth. “The foreign trade of Nica- 
ragua alone is stated at about $5,000,000 
annually, of which the United States re- 
ceives only one-fifth. The intimate commercial 
and political relations consequent on the con- 
struction of the canal under American auspices 
would tura nearly all this trade into American 
hands, and to @ great degree the statement 
holds good as to the commerce of her sister 
republic.” The great natural resources of 
Nicaragua are referred to, and the opinion is 
expressed that the local commerce which would 
rapidly develop on its internal waters woulda 
ina —— ume pay the cost of maintaining the 
canai. 

‘he following resolutions were offered: 

Resolved, That the prompt completion of the 
Nicaragua Canal is of great importance and advant- 
age toour country, and especially to the Pacitic 
Coast thereof, as a means of national defense and 
commercial development. 

Resotved, That any questions which may arise 
between the Republics of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica regarding boundary rights in gonnection with 
the Nicaragua Canal should not be permitted to de- 
lay its construction, but should be promptly sub- 
mitted to the Presidentof the United States for 
frisndly arbitration. 

Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress are respectfuliy requested to aid the 
construction of the Nicaragua Canal by any legis- 
lative action that may be proper, protecting the 
dominating interests of the United States therein, 
and securing to maritime commerce an tnteroveanic 
highway, free to all nations, on equal terms. 

desolved, That copies of these resolutions, offi- 
cially attested, be forwarded to the President of the 
United Staies, the Presidents of the republics ot 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica; also to the Senate ana 
House of Representatives of the United States, 
through the Pacific coast delegation. 

All reports and resolutions submitted were 
referred te committees. Another session of the 
conserence will be held to-morrow. .

THE VENERABLE POET CELEBRATES 


HIS EIGHTIETH BIRTHDAY. 


Boston, Aug. 29.—Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes 
celebrated hiseightieth birthday at bis Summer 
home at Beverly Farms to-day, and many were 
the tokens of love and friendship he received 
from his friends. His house everywhere bore 
the strongest evidence of that fact 
in the charming and extensive display 
of fioral gifts arranged on all _ sides. 
The most noticeable of these was a basket of 
choice roses from the firm of Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co., Dr. Holmes’ publishers. In the basket 
was a congratulatory note from the firm upon 
the happy eveat. Another charming gift was 
that of a silver, gold-lined tankard from friends 


and classmates, bearing this inseription and a 
couplet from one of Dr, Holmes’s poems. 

“Aug. 29, 1889.—Oliver Wendell Holmes The 
Pledge ot Frienaship.” 

«4s the heart’s current lends the cup its giow 
——— the fountain, whence the draught may 
ow.”? 

The incident of the day was a visit in the 
morning from the school childrenof Beverly 
Farms. They were avout twenty-five in num- 
ber and marched in pairs to the Holmes cot- 
tage to congratulate the doctor upon the at- 
tainment of his eightieth birthday. 

The girls wore white dresses, and all of the 
children bore in their hands a — of flowers, 
the last little tot in the line having a 
bunch of hydrangeas. They were met 
by Dr. Holmes, and he shook the 
hand of , each child and offered some 
kind word. Every one of the little ones as they 
met him said, ‘* I wish you a happy birthday, 
Dr. Holmes.” The eyes of Dr. Holmes dance: 
joyously at this greeting from the children, and 
he seemed delighted with their visit. 

They were invited to the summerhouse, 
where they were served with ice-cream and each 
was presented with a box of bonbons, upon 
which were postage-stamp vignettes of Dr. 
Holmes, 

A great many visitors called during the fore- 
noon, almost exclusively from Manchester-by- 
the-Sea and Beverly Farms. A plain family 
dinner was served early in the aiternoon, anda 
number of friends came in. 

During the most of the day the driveway and 
the street in front of the house were filled with 
carriages, and there was 4 constant coming and 
going. A great many of the afternoon callers 
were children, and these Dr. Holmes seemed 
delighted to see, patting the little ones lovingly 
and speaking to 6ach some word of kindness, 

A great many letters and a large number of 
telegrams of a congratulatory nature were re- 
ceived by the doctor, but his time was so taken 
up with his callers that he could not read them 
ail. Among those he did read were letters from 
John Greenleaf Whittier, Charles Eliot Norton, 
and George William Curtis. 

In the letter from the poet Whittier allusion 
was made to the fact that Mr. Whittier during 
the Summer had been in quite feeble healtn, 
and Dr. Holmes expressed much regret at this 
lntelligence, hoping that he would soon recover. 

Dr. Holmes bimself is in excellent health. He 
looks as bright and spry as a middle-age, and 
as he took his “constitutional” this morning in 
the shape of a brisk walk his step had all the 
elasticity of youth, and his face wore the sunny 
smile of one looking toward the sunrise rather 
than toward the evening of life. 

Evidently in some marvelous way Dr. Holmes 
has turned backward the flight of years and re- 
newed his youth. So those thought who saw 
him.to-day and listened to his words, as grace- 
ful, genial, and witty as forty years ago, when 
he was in the prime of life. He is doing no 
literary work, however, and has done none for 
some time,

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HITCHCOCK NAMED 


TO SUCORED PRESIDENT DAVID 
DUDLEY FIELD. 


LIVELY DEBATES IN THE AMERICAN BAR 
ASSOCIATION MEETINGS—PROF. BALD- 
WIN’S ADDRESS. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 29.—There was a bit of politics 
in the American Bar Association when itgmet 
this morning. Not party politics, but the poli- 
tics that hovers around an election of any sort. 
A new President is to be electecé to-morrow, 
ana the Western men began to talk about 
the honor going to some man from their 
section of the Union. The name 0of 
ex-Senator Trumbull was suggested and a genu- 
ine boom for the venerable lawyer was worked 
up, It was thought that he would certainly be 
chosen, but when the General Council met this 
evening to prepare a “slate” to be reported to 
the association to-morrow Mr. Trumbull posi- 
tively declined the honer and Henry Hitchcock 
of St. Louis was selected. 

Mr. Hitchcock is the leading lawyer of St 
Louis. He has a reputation at home of being a 
very able attorney, a very poor Republican, and 
an enthusiastic civil-service reformer. Ho is 
the head and frontof the civil service reform 
movement in the Southwest. 

The Council, which is the governing bodv 
of the association, also elected as its own Presi- 
dent William ©. Wells of Detroit, who succeeded 
Judge Cooley as Lecturer on Constiiutional Law 
at the University of Michigan. 

When President Field called the association 
to order this morning Charles H. Butler of New- 
York read a resolution pledging the co-opera- 
tion of the Bar Association in the celebration of 
the one hundredth anniversary of the organi. 
zation of the Supreme Court of the United States 
in 1890, and asking that a committee be ap- 
pointed to make proper arrangements for that 
event. 

The only opposition to this came from Mr. 
Egbert Whittaker of New-York. ‘1 don’t be- 
lieve,” he said, “that this Bar Association 
should assist in any celebration for the Supreme 
Court. We have had too many of these centen- 
nials lately to stir up the people, and I cannot 


see why we should eulogize a few men picked 
from millions, I am opposed to .the resolution. 
I respect the Supreme Court, but do not think it 
entitled to any such celebration.” 

The association thought otherwise, for it 
voted unanimously for the resolution. 

This disposed of, Simon E. Baldwin of Con- 
necticut made the annual address, his subject 
being ‘“‘The Centenary of Modern Government.” 
Prof. Baldwin after referring to the many cen- 
tennial celebrations that have taken place in 
America, said: 

“Modern government does not concern itself 
only with the material well-being ot the community. 
Magna Charta is no more its measure than is the 
Decalogue the measure of Christianity. The right to 
personal security, to property, to trial by one’s 
peers, to tax one’s self—these were the ultimate 
ends ofancient government. Modern government 
retains them ali, but adds the right of Mg ye 
before the law and in the law; the duty in civ 
matters to ignore distinctions of religion; the duty 
of syroseins education, information, intelligence at 
public cost. If I were te say which of these things 
was in the highest sense the fruit of this last cent- 
ury, I should name religious liberty.” 


After speaking of the advance of religious 
liberty and education Prot. Baldwin spoke of 
the advances relating to the question of suf- 
trage, speaking particularly of the minority 
respesentation in office, and sald: 


**Modern governmentis coming to put a new 
limitation on the suffrage—that the majority shall 
not govern. Minority representation in office is 
the invention of the last half of the century, both 
as eee elections by districts of inhabitants of 
the district, as distinguished from voting for a 

eneral ticket, avd as regards voting for 
ess than the numoper to be elected. T'wenty 
years ago this iatter plan was adopted by 
the British Parliament for the election of its 
own members from some of the larger constitu- 
encies, and a few years later the cumulative vote 
became & part of the electiye system of this State 
for members of its Legislature, and was adopted by 
Pennsylvania for the government of her private 
corporations. In our municipal corporations one 
or the other of these methods 18 rapidly becoming 
the rule for the election of all official boards.”’ 


. In speaking of the advancement of journalism 
ane ats _— to the Government, Prof. Bald- 
win said: 


‘**Another characteristic of modern government 
is its support from journalism. Itis not too much 
to say that it could not exist, and could not have 
existed without it, less from the direct influence 
which it exerts than from the publicity and close 
scrutiny of official action which it secures. Until 
@ hundred years ago, Legislatares, the world over, 
sat, practicaily, with closed doors. Journalism, 
during this certury, has demanded that they be 
thrown open, and has thus put the people ily 
into the legislative assembly. Secrecy has been 
lost and safety gained; safety, for no law is so bad 
as the ill-considered jaw, and no law can be well 
considered that has not been fully discussed in 
public by the men whose interests it concerns. 

“Here, I think, has been the great work of the 
newspaper in politics. It has turned on the elec- 
etric ht. Its direct influence on the masses of 
the people may be easily overrated. It acts on the 
——- more than on the community at large. 

t distributes offices and brings men into power, 
bnt itis often forced to think and acttoo quickly, 
perhavs too selfishly, to bein touch with the real 
movements of public opinion. 

“‘Newspaper discussion of questions of State is, 
no oo often flippant, and sometimes showing a 
desire to say something striking rather than to say 
‘6omething true. In a Government like Germany, 
pc en modernized, the newspaper, too, is but half 
modernized, Bismarck, this year, brought into the 
Reichstag a bill to visit editors of Socialistic jour- 
nals, who deny the right of, private property, with 
three years’ imprisonment. © wishes no schemes 
of Socialism but his own, and his law shows what 
Germany lacks—a Constitution which makes Social- 
ism,in the evil sense, impossible, and leaves ita 
harmless theory, the more harmless when the most 
discussed.” 

In conclusion Prof. Baldwin said: 

* Washington, in his Spangerel address, a huudred 
years ago, declared that ‘the destiny of the repub- 
lican model of government’ was ‘justly considered 
as deeply and perhaps finally staked on the experi- 
ment intrus to the hands of the American 
people.” We have fulfilled the solemn trust, 
aud we have done more, In leading the way 
toward good republican Se we have 
almost unconsciously, led the way, too, toward all 
that is best in modern government of every name. 
The great kingdom, to which we once belonged, is 
the better because we struck for independence, and 
has been glad to copy both from our public and vur 
private law. The intiuence of our institutions is 
teltin every country where men read and think. 
God send that in the century to come this great 
work of our fathers may be safe in the hands of 
their children and of ours.” 

Charles Henry Butler of New-York called at- 
tion to the fact that at the last session Presi- 
dent Field and Messrs. Bates of Tennessee, 
Tucker of Virginia, Hinkley ot Maryland, and 
Rawle of Pennsylvania had been selected as a 
committee to urge upon Congress to pass some 
measure to relieve the United States Supreme 
Court of some of its arduous duties, as that 
court is now unable to reach a case taken to it 
in less than four or five years. 

Mr. Rawle, in explanation, said that as the 
Administration had changed within the last 
year the committee had made but little head- 
way, but if the committee should be continued 
all of its members would work strenuously 
with the next Congress. 

At this point the resolution offered by Walter 
George Smith of Philadelphia, yesterday, in- 
structing the committee to work fora law cre- 
ating an appellate court, was taken up anda 
warm discussion followed. Secretary Hinkley 
eogees’ the resolution. Hethought Oongress 
had the prerogative of saying what sort of a 
law should be passed, and that the lawyers 
ought to be satistied with any sort of reljef they 
could get. Walter George Smith wanted some 
sort of an appellate court. 

R. Wayne Parker of New-Jersey, general 
counsel for the Erie Railroad, wanted the com- 
mittee to remain untrammelled and work for 
any relief it could secure, as Conzress was the 
only body that could create the law. 

Judge Thomas Wilson of Minnesota is square- 
ly against the corporations. He insisted that 
DO appellate court was needed, but that the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court should be 
confined to cases that properly belong to it. He 
argued lat corporations had been de- 
clared .» be persons for the purpose 
of wrongfully getting their cases  be- 
fore the Supreme urt, and that as a 
result a large number of the cases now under 
consideration were suits to recover money for 
personal injuries where they bad been taken by 
corporations for the purpose of wearing out the 
goer plaintifts who could notstand the expense. 

6 thought corporations should not get beyond 
State courts, where individual citizens coula 
meet them on an even footing. 

Ex-Senator Trumbullsaid he was in favor of 
relieving the Supreme Court, but opposed to 
committing the committee to any sort of appel- 
late court. He fully indorsed what Judge Wil- 
son had said in reference to corporations. 
‘*What should be done,’ said he, *‘18 to limit 
the extended jurisaiotion of the Supreme Court 
! given it during the war. The war is over now, 
and the Supreme Court should now have the 
same jurisdiction which it hadin the days of 
| Chief Justice Marsbali and no more.” 

Finally, upon the motion of Mr. Butler of 
| New-York, the old committee was continued 
and empowered to take into itseit four addi- 
tional members besides the incoming President 
of the association. 

The association at this point adjourned, and 
the members spent the afternoon in visiting 
Pullman. 

The evening session was entirely taken up by 
along and interesting debate on the report of 
the Committee on Commercial Law.

thus providing a completely uniform law 
relating to the essential features of commercial 
transactions throughout the whole country; 
that Congress should enact a National bank- 
rupt law,ina short, concise act, the adminis- 
tration of which should be under the direction 
of the court according to the ordinary and fa- 
Millar rules of equity. 

After much debate the report was adopted in 
the following resolution: 

“That the association approves generally of the re- 
port of the Committee en Commercial Law, and au- 
thorizes the association to present the matter to 
Congress, but the association does not commit it- 
self to the bills printed by the committee nor to the 
matters of detail connected therewith.” ; 

The bills referred to are “ An act to establish 
a uniform system of bankruptcy throughout the 
United States” and “ An act to further regulate 
commerce among the several States, and par- 
ticularly to regulate the relations of creditor 
and debtor and the collection of debts.” 

Routinej and miscellaneous business only re- 
mains to be transacted by the association to- 
morrow. Intheevening the members will be 
given a banquet at the Grand Pacitic Hotel. 


RAILWAY MANAGEMENT. 
RATES AND COMMISSIONS. 


Commissioner Faithorn of the Northwestern 
Association had another conference with the 
Trunk Line Freight Committee yesterday in 
reference to through billing to St. Paul. Mr. 
Faithorn submitted a plan which, if adopted, 


he thinks will be of very great benefit to the 
roads west of Chicago. He proposes that the 
trunk lines make a through rate from New- 
York to St. Paul on the basis of 85 cents per 
hundred oun first-class freight. This is 10 cents 
more than the present rate via the Soo route 
from New-York to St. Paul and 19 cents more 
than the lake and rail rate. Superior eauip- 
ment and quicker service, are counted enough 
to balance the lower rates on the Soo, and lake 
and rail routés will soon be handicappea by the 
weather. 

This plan will be submitted to the Executiva 
Committee of the Trunk Line Association. It 
is likely that there will be a great deal of oppo- 
sition to it. 

Commissioners Blanchard and Tuttle, acting 
as arbitrators in the matter of the charges 
made against the Central Vermont and Cana- 
dian Pacific, of allowing commissions to agents, 
decided yesterday to do nothing until they 
found out what other New-Engiand roads were 
going to do. The Fitohburg Road has an- 
nounced thatif the Central Vermont and Cana- 
dian Pacific continue paying commissions to 
agents it is ready to start ip and do the same 
thing. The otherroads interested are the Bos- 
ton and Albany, the Boston and Maine, the 
New-York and New-Engiand, and the Grand 
Trank. If there is to be a general violation of 
the agreement relative te commissions to agents 
among the New-England railroads, uhe Trunk 
Line Association will probably have to step in 
and settle the difficulty. 


FRIENDS OF CANADIAN 
SauLtt STE MARIP, Mich, Aug. 29. —The 
Kailroad Convention in session here has 
adopted a memorial to Congress calling upon 


Representatives and Senators to oppose any 
legislation which would tend to restrict in- 
ternational transportation facilities or to in- 
terfere with the free interchange of trafiioc 
between American and Canadian railways.

WON BY NEW-YORK YACHTS 


THE MiNERVA AND GORILLA 
VICLORIOUS. 
ADMIRAL TWEED’S CUTTER WALKS 
OF¥ WITH THE WELD CUP— 
PAPOOSE LOSES A TOPMAST. 


MARBLEHEAD, Mass., Aug. 29.—The Scotch 
cutter Minerva won another race to-day, thus 
taking the Weld Cup. She won the last race of 
the midsummer races under the auspices of the 
Corinthian Yacht Club of Marblehead. The 
first preparatory gun was fired at 10:30 o’clock, 
but the Gorilla was not out of the harbor, so the 
signal was recalled and the start postponed 
forty minutes, The wind at the start was light 
from the north-northeast, and increased later 
in the day to a good topsail breeze. 

The whole fleet sailed for the Weld Cup, while 
the Gorilla, Papoose, and Alice had as an extra 
inducement the Carroll Cup, valued at $500. 
The Papoose would have easily won the latter 
cup had she not met with an accident which 
handicapped her a number of minutes. 
was, she won by Eastern measurement, but as 
the Seawanhaka measurement was in force she 
lost by a small margin. 

The course decided upon was triangular, with 
the first leg to leeward, second leg to windward, 
aud the third leg areach. On the first leg the 
yachts made a close race, but on the others 
they separated considerably, and the distance 
at the finish was very marked. The Minerva, 
as usual, was the first to put in an appearance 
at the starting line.. At the starting signal 
the Minerva went over the line in the best 
position, crossing _ ahead of the Papoose, 
which had the windward position. The Chiquita 
was just behind the Papoose, and by a sharp 
luff got on her weather quarter, and took second 
position. The Gorilla was just behind, 
but to leeward of the fleet, and was 
soon the last boat. The Alice crossed 
the line badly handicapped. She did 
some tine sailing, however, and off Tinker’s 
Island passed the Gorilla and Papoose to wind- 
ward. The Papoose waited until the Alice had 
passed, when she luffed and succeed in passing 
her, again obtaining third place. The Gorilla 
also passed the Alice, 

Oft Hotel Preston the Minerva had several 
minutes’ \ead, with the Chiquita next. The Pap- 
ovuse was flity yards behind the Chiquita, with 
the Gorilla just behind the Papoose and well to 
leeward. Off Swampscott the Gorilla began to 
gain on the Scotch cutter and finally forced her 
to set her spinnaker. A mile from the buoy the 
Minerva set her ordinary jib and changed her 
balioon forestaysail for her working sail. This 
example was followed by the other yachts, and 
as the Whistler was reached all the yachts were 
ready for the first hitch toward the southeast 
mark,

Just after the turn the Alice, Papoose, and 
Gorilla went about on the starboard tack, while 
the Chiquita held on aiter the Minerva. The 
Papoose tooka short hitch, then came about 
and bore down toward the Gorilla, but could not 
got by her,and Capt. Watson, after trying to force 
the Gorilla about, was obliged to give way and go 
about himself. This brought the Gorilla ahead 
and to windward. At 2:15 the Minerva’s lead 
Wat greatly increased. The Chiquita was sec- 
ond, and the Papoose had regained her lost 
distance, and was weil up with the Gorilla, but 
a trifle to leeward. The Alice was fast losing 
ground. Fifteen minutes later the Papoose and 
Gorilla came together again On opposite tacke, 
Capt. Watson again tried to force the Gorilla 
about, but the latter boat neld her course. The 
Papoose then bore away, but she was not quick 
enough, and her bowsprit caught under the 
boom of the Gorilla. ‘The spar held, but her 
topmast was carried away, taking with it her 
topsail, jib topsail, and all the rigging. The 
wreck was @ bad one, and fully half an hour 
was Jost in clearing it away. 

At this time the Papoose was about three 
miles from the outer mark, and during the re- 
mainder of her windward work she was greatly 
handicapped. The yachts passed the outer 
mark as iollows:

The Minerva did not inorease her lead much 
on the way home, but she had the race so well 
in hand that there was no need of her running 
the risk of carrying anything away by putting 
on too much sail.

Just after the Minerva 
crossed the line the wind lightened up, and the 
gain of the Alice upon the Papoose was quite 
noticeable.

Alunch was served in the Town Hall about 
noon, uncer the direction of the Committee of 
Arrangements, which consisted of the Rey. 
Horace Talbert, pastor of the Allen African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, who was the most 
active agent in workiug up the celebration; 
John Dotcin, Anthony Van Dorn, Robert J. Wil- 
son, Elias Durrell, Godfred Wilson, and Henry 
Teagle. Inthe afternoon there was a parade, 
which passed through the principal streets and 
was reviewed at the Town Hall by the town of- 
ficials and prominent citizens. 

Lawyer Jacob R. Sims was the Grand Man 
shul, with John H. Van Wych of Jamaica, Capt. 
W.H. Smith of Brooklyn, and the Rev. Eben- 
ezer Williams of Westbury, as chief aides, 
There were about one thousand men in line, 
which consisted of Company CO, Veteran Guards

the Emancipation Prociamation. Letters of re- 
gret were also read from President Harrison 
and Gov. Hill, who were prevented from at- 
tending by previous engagements. 

In the evening there was another meeting in 
the Town Hall, at which speeches were made 
by Dr. P. W. Ray, Lawyer Sims, and Capt.

THREE YANKEE OLIPPERS, 


RELICS OF THE OLD MERCHANT MA- 
RINE WITH MONGREL CREWS, 


Over on Communipaw Flats yesterday were 
three fine representative ships of what was 
once the American merchant marine. ‘ Sky- 
sailyard” ships every one of them, they lay at 
anchor within a cable’s leugth of each other. 
Each of them is bound on along voyage, and 
each is loaded down deep, leaving little above 
water buta spare freeboard and that unmis- 
takable sheer indicative of the Yankee clipper. 

The three ships were the Charmer, the Jabez 
Howes, and the Platilus. The ‘first two are 
bound round the Horn and up the Pacitic, while 
the last named clears for Shanghai, China.

Each 
ship carries a crew of from eighteen to twenty- 
four men, not much of a force compared with 
the complements carried twenty or thirty years 
ago. Allthree ships clear port to-day, and it 
will be well on to 120 days before the Charmer 
and Howes make port. The Shanghai clipper 
will be doing well if she reaches Chin inside of 
140 days. y 

The crews of the three ships are made up of 
@ mongrel boggy Portuguese, an occa- 
sional American, a Chinaman, oranegro. All 
three ships belong in New-York, though Mystic- 
built craft. This morning they go to sea 
manned and handled by foreigners. All three 
ships are loaded with oil. But now the English 
are building steamers fitted up as great oil 





tanks, and even the oil charters will be shut 
off soon from the remaining Yankee clippers,

Notwithstanding the fact of hisdarge personal. 


Rnoome, there seems to have been times within 
the past two years when Mr. Robert Ray Ham- 
ilton. stood in need of large sums of money. His 
connection with the woman whom he now ac- 
xnowledgesas his wife began, as near.as-the facts 
can be. ascertained,about three yearsago. Before 
that time he had never, apparently, been.driven 
to the necessity of raising money*by mortgaging 
his property. Since hia unfortunate passion 
Was conceived his name appears tivetimes in 
the records at the Register’s Office as having: 
obtained various sums.of money, ranging from 
$1,300 to $18,000, by putting his property in 
pawn. Onthe face of it all it looks as if the 
Woman and her disreputable friends had re- 
ceived or had been the cause of the spend- 
ing of a much greater amountof money than 
had been tmagined—that the rich young Assem- 
blyman had been systematically fleeced. 
Thestory of how this reckiess young woman, 
Eva Hamilton, Eva May, or whatever her name 
may be, lavished the money supplied her by Mr. 
Hamilton has already been told. Of how she 
not-only alone.spent money as ifit were water, 
but-enabled the.man whom she supported and 
whose ambition never seemed to bave run high- 
er than whisky, cabs, clothes, and jewelry, to 
gratify his.-ambition, to enable his mother, with- 
out visible-means of support to live in comfort, 
all has been related, but when the money 
comes from.a Man with-an income of $40,000, 
itis readily understood that such-extravagance 
could not be maintained with out the killing 


of the goose with the golden eggs. The straits 
to which Mr. Hamilton was reduced to impel 
him to raise large sums-on his real estate must’ 
have been great. Whathe did with the money 
after he got it nobody knows, People can 
only guess. Mr. Joshus Mann, having a prior 
Claim to Eva May, might well have reason for 
saying that he entertained no hard feelings 
a Sooo Mr. Hamilton because of his marriage 
her. 


The first time, as recorded in the mortgage 
books, when Mr. Hamilten negotiated a loan 
‘was on June.30, 1887, when, as the records de- 
scribe him, “Robert Ray Hamilton, unmar- 
ried,” received the sum of $13,000 from Freder- 
iok ©, advanced on prope on the west 
side of Eighth-avenue, souti of cpeseer tee og pee 
21 by 70 feet. The mortgage was executed an 
recorded on the same date. On Nov. 2, 1888, 
another mortgage was negotiated. ‘“ Robert 
Ray Hamilton, unmarried,” on that day bor- 
rowed $18,000'from William H. Phillips, trustee 
under the will of Charles C. Hastings, on the 
property on the south side of Twenty-ninth- 
atreet, 150 feet east of Ninth-avenue, 50 by 
28.9. Only five days later—Nov. 7—he seemed 
to have need of more money, and on that day 
he obtained from William De. Groot $15,000 on 
the property known as the Prescott House, on 
the noribwest corner of Broaagway and Spripg- 
atrect, 50 by 100 feet, and another piece, 25 by 
75 feet, adjoining on Spring-strees, 100 feet 
west of Broadway. In this document the mort- 
gageor is called simply{Robert Ray Hamilton— 
“unmarried” not appearing after his name. Per- 
haps it was between Nov. 2 and Nov. 7, 1888, 
that he formally made the woman his wife, and 
perhaps she needed the $15.000 obtained then 
to assist her in the support of added dignity as 
a lawful wedded wife. 

Forty-six thousand dollars were thus obtained 
‘within seventeen months by Mr. Hamilton, and 
the sum seems to have sufficed for his needs 
until Feb. 12, 1889, when he is recorded as 
having assigned an old mortgage executed in 
1846 by his grandfather, Robert Ray, to F. F. 
Garretson for $1,800. Yn this transaction he 
was assisted by Richard King, both of whom 
acted as executors under the will of Robert 
Ray. Four months later, on June 3, 1889, Kob- 
ert Ray Hamilton assigned to Charles A. Ham- 
ilten and William G. Hamilton, trustees under 
the will of Alexander Hamilton, a mortgage 
on the property owned by I’rederick W. Flian- 
nery ou Ninety-third-street, 250 teet west of 
Eigoth-avenue, receiving, as & Consideration of 
assignment, $1,394 43. The, mortgage, waich 
was for $1,387 50, although executed on July 
1, 1885, was not filed for recording until the day 
on which Robert Ray Hamilton assigned it. In 

either of these assignment transactions was 

. Hamilton described as “* unmarried,” and, 1t 
‘will be observed, both were made within the pres- 
ent year.

If he did anything of 
the kind there is norecord of it. Robert Ray 
Hamilton’s name appears in the books of the 
Kegister’s oliice within two years only as a 
borrower—never as a purchaser. His own 
habits were not extravagant habits. His own 
manner of living was mostsimple. He could 
not have spent all his money upon himself. 
What, then, became ot it, and why did he resort 
to mortgages to odDtain money he needed? Per- 
haps the woman who isin jail at May’s Lana- 
ing the creature who has wrecked his-life, can 
tell. 

Mr. Hamilton’s appearance has undergone 
such changes recently that it would be hard 
even for his acquaintances to recognize him 
at first glance. He is haggard, unkempt, and 
there is a wild look in his eyes that every one 
‘who bas seen him has not failed to notice. He 
is absolutely under the baneful influence exert- 
ed by the woman, as is shown in his conduct 
toward her since her arrest. His friends and 
people generally in this city can tind no other 
explanation for his doings during the lastthree 
years than that he has become a monomapniac. 

Mr. Hamiltoz’s emphatic assertions to the 
contrary notwithstanding, it is belleved very 
generally in New-York that he and the woman 
‘were never married, There is no record of such 
& marriage at the Bureau of Vital Statistics, and 
surely after all that has been said and written 
about this case, after all the conjectures that 
have been made as to the-probable truth of Mr. 
Hamilton’s statement as ‘to his marriage, if the 
clergyman who married him were within reach 
he would have been discovered ere now. The 
belieg that his mistaken idea of chivalry induces 
him to acknowledge the woman now as his wife 
is the one which most generally prevails, 

The fact has been published that a compara- 

. tively short time ago *‘ Eva’ adopted aten-year- 
old child, but shortly after the adoption she re- 
turned it to its parents. It is thought that this, 
ehild was the woman’s own, bori when she 
jirat entered upon the life she has since been 
1 , and thatits support and education fur- 
nishes an explanation of the expenditure of 
some of Mr. Hamilton’s money.

A GERMAN BONIFACE LEARNS A BITTER 
BUT LASTING LESSON. 


Julius,Jacoby, a well-to-do builder and real 
estate operator of brooklyn, returned from 
Europe on the City of Paris on her last flying 
trip, and yesterday at his residence, 148 Jack- 
son-street, he told the story of the causes lead- 
ing-up to the abject apologies made to him in 
all the German and several American news- 
papersin July by Wilhelm Funk, the proprietor 
of the leading hotel at the Wildbad Springs, 
near Stuttgart, Germany. 

Mr. Jacoby went to Germany last Spring to 
undergo a course of treatment for rheumatism 
at the Wildbad baths, and took apartments on 


May 27 atthe Restaurant Funk. Under his 
physicians’ orders he rose at 5 o’clock every 
morning and went on @ long walk before golng 
to the bathing pavilion. Mr. Jacoby liked the 
treatment and his quarters, and felt he was get- 
ting better, and on Sunday, June 2,as he was 
rolled cozily upin blankets in his room atter 
being well soaked and wassaged, he was in @ 
very comfortable frame of mind. 

An imperative knock at the door aroused him 
from his pleasant thougnis, and a gaudily-uni- 
formed and wickedly-mustached person entered 
and began to rummage about the room without 
offering a word of explanation. When Mr. 
Jacoby asked the reasou for these actions he 
was grufily told to keep still and await develop- 
ments. 

The officer looked under the carpet and in 
every book, unfolded newspapers, upturned the 
bed, poked the stove, examined every one of a 
lot of bank notes tothe value of some 30,000 
marks, and a draft for 380,000 marks that re- 
posed in Mr. Jacoby’s pocketbook, and finally 
said: ‘I am uow of the opinion, Sir, that you 
did not steal 3,700 marks from Landlora Funk 
this morning.” 

Betore Mr. Jacoby could recover sufficiently 
from his astonishment to make any reply, the 
landlord, who had been standing in the hall, 
yelled out: “It/salie. He did steal my money, 
and he buried itin the mountain side when he 
was out for bis morning Wwaik.” 

Just then Frederick Cook, Secretary of State 
of New- York, and Dr, Haussman, who were also 
stopping at the Restaurant Funk and had been 
told that Mr. Jacoby was to be arrested for 
theft, came into the room, and,atter blowing up 
the landlord, advised Mr. Jacoby to remove at 
once to another hotei and ask that the matter 
be immediately brought to the attention of the 
authorities. r. Jacoby did so, but the excite- 
ment of the affair so worked upon him that 
when the information was brougit to him next 
day that the landlord had found the money un- 
der his own mattress, he was in a raging fever. 

Mr. Funk, of course, sent around an apology, 
but Mr. Jacoby’s friends were not satisiled to 
let the matter drop there and immediately called 
upon Funk and asked him to show them the 
3,700 marks that he had lost and found. ‘Lhis 
he could not do,and when pressed for an ex- 
planation of his conduct, he became very an- 
gry and finally intimated that the money had 
been stolen and placed under his mattress when 
the theft was discovered. He also said, as an 
excuse for not showing the money, that he would 
not trouble himseif in any way to oblige Mr. 
Jacoby’s meddiesome friends. 

When Mr. Jacoby recovered from atwo weeks’ 
iliness he started in to punish Funk both civilly 
and criminally. The landlord then became very 
much frightened, and got into the habit of falling 
on his knees whenever he met his late lodger in 
the street. Mr. Jacoby was obdurate for a iong 
time, but finally agreed to hold his lawyer's 
hand.if Funk would agree to give 1,000 marks 
to the poor of Wildbad, 500 marks to the town 
hospital, and 500 marks to the Wildbad Home 
for Crippled Onildren; to insert an abject apol- 
ogy in every German and several New-York 
City newspapers at his own expense, and to 
pay all court and lawyers’ fees, a total sum of 
about 4,100 marks. 

Punk begged and cried, and all his relatives 
begged and cried, too, for easier terms, but Mr. 
Jacoby offered the alternative of a heavy fine, 
the revocation of his license, and a long impris- 
onment, and Funk finally came to terms. 

Mr. Jacoby said yesterday that he believed 
the whole idea was that of blackmail, and for 
that reason he was bound to punish Funk as 
severely as possible, .

There was some little discussion of the sub- 
ject, and then Mr. Foord read the following 
letter, prefacing the reading with the hope that 
it would settle the matter: 

DEAR MR. FOORD: My understanding of the res- 
clution respecting the two excursions which you 
were to arrange tor is that, in addition to the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee, certain officials of 
the Emigration Commission and the Commission of 
Charities were to be especially invited. Nothing 
was said, so far as I can recollect, about the mem- 
bers of the General Committee on Site and Build- 
ings. Yet I had the impression that some of them 
Tight wish to go, and I should say that all who 
wished to join in the excursion should be provided 
for. Yetihe resolution gives no direction on that 
point. As for the reporters, I advised you not to 
admit them for féar oft making the party too un- 
wieldy.

OIL PIPES CITY. 


POSSIBLE DANGERS OF THE LINE ACROSS 
MANHATTAN ISLAND, 


By permission of the Department of Parks, 

the National Transit Company, which is the 
transportation line of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, will lay new pipes in piace of the old ones 
Which cross Manhattan Island and connect 
the refineries at Hunter’s Point with the regu- 
lar pipe line that taps the oil wells in the vicin- 
ity of Olean, N. Y. The pipes run under the 
North River, and strike the city at Sixty-fourth- 
street, under Sixty-fourth-street to the Park, 
then under the transverse road, striking Sixty- 
fourth-street again, and running down and 
under the East River. The old single iron pipe 
is to be replaced by a six-inch pipe with a coy- 
ing. It wiil be one pipe within another. A 
space of a sixteenth of an inch between them 
will be filled with lead. 
e These pipes, through which 1s _ perpetually 
flowing a volume of inflammable liquid, pass 
under thickly-populated districts of the city, 
and are believed by many to be a menace to 
the lives and property of thousands of people. 
Daniel O’Day, the General Manager of the 
National Transit Company, said yesterday that 
there was absolutely no danger of explosion. 
There is no leakage, the pipes are hermétically 
sealed, and no gas could generate from the 
crude oil. 

But the uniform depth of the pipes, as at 
present laid, is only about three feet, and there 
1s always present the possibility of their being 
broken by the fall of a big building or by some 
other cause. Then, say those who have con- 
sidered the matter, if the oil became ignited a 
conflagration would ensue that would be well- 
nigh inextinguishable, As no official complaint 
has been made to the Park Department, and as 
uo casualty has occurred since the pipes were 
iaid several years ago, the permit applied for 
by the National Transit Company was readily 
granted. 

* But,’ said @ property owner yesterday, 
“orude oil is always dangerous. The danger 
could easily be removed by carrying the oil to 
Hunter’s Point in lighters.” 

An important question as to whether the pipe 
lines oi the Stanuard Oil Company are within 
the scope of the inter-State commerce law will 
probably be asked of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission next Winter. 

Alawyer who is familiar with the operations 
of the inter-State act said yesterday that the 
question was au interesting and novel one. 
But he did not believe that the lines were aftect- 
ed by the law. As at present constituted they 
are in no way common carriers. They do not 
operate under State franchises. No property 
was condemned to allow the companies to build 
lines. They purchased rigths of way and there- 
tore are, he believed, their own masters. 





ONLY CORK FOUND. 

There was sent to TH TIMEs office yesterday 
an envelope inscribed: ‘Material with which 
a life preserver (?) on a South Ferry boat is 
filled.” The contents, a handful of seaweed, 
(Calamagrotis arenarva,) were contributed by a 
Well-street broker, who undoubtedly was actu- 

‘ated by the most philanthropic motives, beliey- 
ing that, ashe found Calamagrotis arenaria in 
one preserver, the possibility was that all the 
other South Ferry life preservers were stuffed 
with it, and thereby the public safety was en- 
dangered. 

Armed with the Calamagrolis arenaria, a re- 
porter made several trips to the different South 
Ferry boats, and got himself coverea with sus- 
picion by continually handling the life pre- 
servers. His fellow-travelers, who knew not his 
worthy object, evidently took him for a crank, 
The most diligent search failed to find any Cala, 
magrotis-arenarta-stutted lite preservers. Evety 
one contained cork. The officials of the Union 
Ferry Company, which owns the South Ferry, 
said every preserver they had on their boats 
was stuffed with genuine cork. They thought 
it probable that the broker had mistaken oné of 
the big ring fenders on the deck for a life pre- 
server, 





THE TENANT USED A HATCHET, 

Joseph Halble of 411 St. Nicholas-avenue, 
alded by Assistant City Marshal McCarthy, yes- 
terday attempted to dispossess Maurice G. Wil- 
, Son, & colored laborer about thirty years of age, 
who lives ina tenement over the Shiloh (Afri- 
can) Baptist Church, at 122 East One Hundred 
and Twenty-sixth-street.

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HOT WORDS AT A MEETING 


LAQOK OF HARMONY AT 
TLE GARDEN. 
COMMISSIONERS ABUSE. 
ONE ANOTHER—SOME VIOLENT LAN- 
GUAGE USED. 

An unseemly squabble ocourred yesterday 
afternoon at the monthly meeting of the Emi- 
gration Commission in Castle Garden. In vain 
did President Ridgway bang the table with his 
gavel at some-stages of the meeting. So intent 
upon abusing euch other were the honorable 
Commissioners that ali respect for parliament-

.ary practice waa utterly thrown to the winds, 


and the time was unfruitfully spent in vulgar 
personalities. The use of such terms as “ offi- 
cial ruffian,” ‘false man,” “economizer of the 
truth” were by no means the worst breaches of 
propriety which were made. 

Besides Commissioner Ridgway there were 
present Commissioners Ulrich, Hauselt, and 
Rorke. ‘Lhe first little breeze which ruffied the 
surface of the meeting was a question as to the 
correctness of the minutes. Commissioner 
Rorke, an ex-officio member of the board, as 
President of the Irish Emigrant Society, de- 
clared that the minutes of the preceding meet- 
ing as read were incorrect, as they omitted to 
mention his remarks in which he had stated 
that Mr. Ulrich was not acuandidate for the 
Presidency of the boara. Commissioner Ste- 
phenson thought that this was not a part of the 


business of the meeting, and had been rightly 
omitted. A littse passage at arms occurred be- 
tween Messrs. Rorke and Stephenson, which 
served to prepare the way for further pleasant- 
ries lateron. President Ridgway thought that 
the remarks of Mr. Rorke might properly be in- 
serted in the minutes as he desired, and peace 
was assured’ for a time. Some minor matters 
Were then taken up. The salary of Miss Mc- 
Quaid, stenographer for the board, was increased 
from $12 a wéek to $60a month, Mr. Ulmch 
alone offering opposition, 

Then came the report of the Castle Garden 
Committee, and it was over this that one war 
dance took place. It recommended the dis- 
charge of four employes in the Garden, osten- 
sibly for the purpose of cutting down the force. 
One of the persons to be removed was James 
Cailahan, who has grown gray 1n the service of 
the commission, and who has of late been un- 
able to do any very active work. A 

Mr. Stephenson moved that this recommenda- 
tion be postponed for consideration at a later 
meeting, as the ox-otticio members, Mr. Rorke 
of the Irish Society and Mr. Hauselt of the Ger- 
man Emigrant Society, were not, according to 
law, entitled to vote upon matters of appoint- 


riment or removal), and without them there was 


not a quorum present. 

Mr. Ulrich inmediately jumped up and moved 
to refer the whole matter of removals and ap- 
——— toa committee for investigation. 

his motion was taken asan affront by Com- 
Missioner Stephenson, who thought that it 
would be hig disrespectful to the Castle 
Garden Committee to appoint a committee to 
investigate what they had already investigated 
and recommended. A motion was made by Mr. 
Rorke tolay the entire question on the table, and 
at once & contest arose as to whether he had the 
right to make any such motion while the ques- 
tion of appointments aud removals was before 
the board, He was decided out of order by 
President Ridgway and was not permitted to 
appeal,on the ground that he had no voice in the 
proceedings while appointments and removals 
weré under discussion. 

Exasperated beyond measure, and highly of- 
fended at the decision of the Chair, Mr. Rorke 
got up and rushed for his hat. .‘* As there is no 
chance for me to obtain my rights here, I shall 
withdraw,” he said. ‘At the same time, I wish 
it understood that I do not recognize the Chair’s 
interpretation of the law.” 

Mr. Ridgway, who had maintained through- 
out the calmest demeanor, mildly expostulated 
with Mr. Rorke and prevailed upon him, in spite 
of his injured feelings, to rémain, as there were 
several matters which would be necessarily 
postponed should he go. He satdown again, 
though, as it proved, not in the sweetest of 
tempers. 

Mr. Hauselt shortly after introduced a resolu- 
tion to allow the admission of Labor Bureau 
representatives in the Garden. Mr. Stephenson 
opposed this resolution at first. 

Said he: ‘‘ I do not see that the Labor Bureau 
has any connection whatever with the Commis- 
sion of Emigration. Iam satistied, moreover, 
that the Labor Bureau makes a good deal of 
money out of these emigrants in pretending to 
tind employment for them.” 

Mr. Rorke sprang to his feet and shouted, “I 
challenge you to prove any such statement as 
that. It is utterly false,as ican prove to any 
one who will make an examination of the books.” 

“Well, [ have the floor, L believe,” quoth Mr. 
Stephenson, and wenton to give an instance of 
whut he regarded as the abuses existing in the 
Labor Bureau. ‘“ The whole thing is a farce, as 
tar as obtaining decent help is concerned, and 
is patronized to a great extent by a lot of round- 
ers who are not legally emigrants, at all,” can- 
cluded he. 

Mr. Rorke again broke in, in spite of the 
thundering raps on the table from Mr. Ridg- 
Wway’s gavel: 

“Can Inot have a moment to reply to this 
tirade of abuse? Mr. Stephenson, I say, is econ- 
omizing the truth and has—” ; 

Bang! Bang! Bang! went the gavel, mak- 
ing inaudible for the moment Mr. Rorke’s opin- 
ion of Mr, Stephenson’s veracity. But then 
above the tumult rang out Mr. Stephenson’s 
voice, as he faced Mr. Rorke on the opposite 
side of the table and shook his fist at him. 
{hat is absolutely false,” he thundered,. * as 
the man who states it !’”” 

“Youre an official ruffian !” yelled Mr. Rorke, 
purple with rage. 

“ You’re a—well, I will not say what you 
are!” said Mr. Stephenson as he sank back in 
his chalr. “TI will not call you here what I want 
to, 

President Ridgway redoubled his attempts to 
drown the noise of this wordy combat and at 
length succeeded.. Order was for a wonder re- 
stored, the resolution offered by Mr. Hauselt 
was passed and little more of importance trans- 
acted. Exhausted by their efforts to promote 
the interests of the public, by keeping out un- 
desirable immigrants and in providing for the 
wants of desiraple ones, the commission 
adjourned.

HE WILL GET IT FROM THE DERBY 
MILL AT BIRMINGHAM. 


The deep respect which nas been exhibited re- 
cently for Albert Daggett, the patriot who pro- 


tnrough bis contract for making postal cards, 
was further enhanced yesterday by the news 
that the first.step in the great benevolent en- 
terprise had been taken. Daggett has been in 
rare spirits lately. The reason for his happi- 
ness is now-apparent. Arrangements for fur- 
nishing paper for those postal cards are effected, 
and itis amatter beyond doubt that Wilkinson 
Brothers & Co. of 72 Duane-street will supply 
the bits of paper. 

The Wilkinsons did not-have much to say yes- 
terday in regard tothe contract, and little has 
been made known as to its provisions. Indeed, 
members of the trade are still in doubt whether 
the Wiikinsons must now be included in the 
patriotic little coterie of which Mr. Daggett is 
the moving spirit. It is generally understood 
that they are not, and that their business-like 
methods, as regards the price of the material, 
will only make the sacrifice of the Government 
contractor the ;more extensive. One of them, 
in fact, yesterday intimated that they expected 
to make money by turnishing the paper and 
that, even after their demands were satistied, 
Mr. Daggett would have enough left to save 
himself from his apparently generous gift to 
the Post Office Department. 

In a week, they said, the arrangements would 
be made, and they supposed they would furnish 
the paper. Their mill is at Birmingham, Conn., 
and is Known as the Derby Paper Mill. But it 
was to the Derby Mill that Assistant Postmaster 
General Hazen was reported to have paid a 
Py and returned not satisfied with tne facili- 

es. 

It is understood that the Wilkinson Brothers 
will only furnish the paper. This, of course, 1s 
the chief expense to Mr. Daggett, but the priat- 
ing, counting, banding together, and furnishing 
tothe department are no trities. Paper men, 
who ought to know, say that the cost of the 
paper alone to make 400,000,000 postal cards 
wilt leave the contractor behind to the tune of 
nearly $50,000 in four years, and, unless the 
Wilkinsons have been let into the patriotic 
deal, how Mr. Daggett is going to get over the 
paper discrepancy alone is, in trade parlance, 2 
Stunner to dealers. 

Unless Mr. Daggett completes a further ar- 
rangement by which his cards shall be printed 
and banded at the paper mills, the expense will 
be much increased. Altogether the Daggett 
contract has furnished food for ample discus- 
sion among the paper men, and the only theory 
about his bia that proves satisfactory is the 
benevolent and patriotic one, 





THE LAHN’S QUICK TRIP. 


AN UNUSUALLY RAPID PASSAGE FROM 
SOUTHAMPTON, 


The North German Lloyd steamship Lahn, 
which arrived yesterday from Bremen and 
Southampton, surprised everybody by coming in 
several hours before the time at which she 
usually arrives. Haditnot been for the fleet 
Columbia’s record-breaking trip last month the 
Lahn would now hold the place ofhonor. Sheleft 
Southampton and passed the Needles at 5:50 
P. M. Aug. 22. She arrived off Sandy Hook at 
11:40 yesterday forenoon. This makes her ap- 
parent time six days seventeen hours and fifty 
minutes. Adding four hours and fifty minutes, 
the difference in time between the Needles and 
Sandy Hook, the corrected time tor the voyage 
is six days twenty-two hours ana forty minutes, 
or within one hour and seventeen minutes of 
the best time ever made from Southampton.

COMPENSATION FOR STREET CLEANING. 

Complaints have been made that the laborers

This injustice, it was said,waa 
especially practiced in the Fourteenth Police 
Precinct where Ready was foreman. The de- 
partment has fixed the wages of the men at 
25 cents an hour, but the complainant said that 
the men never got more than $1 50 a day 
whether they worked six hours or twelve hours, 
Commissioner Coleman said yesterday that 
the men were paid at the rate of 25 cents an 
hour, and that they did not generally average 
over $1 50 a day, simply because they couid 
not work more than six hours a day. The 
streets cannot well he swept and the dirt pat 
into the carts during traffic hours for the dust 
would annoy the public and much of the dirt 
would again be scatterea over the streets by 
passing vehicles. Street sweeping is therefore 
confined to those hours in the night time when 
the streets are most deserted. Six hours is the 
length of time in which sweeping goes on. 





EDITOR HORTON ASSAULTED, 

Justice of the Peace Hiram Paulding of White 
Plains and Mr. E. J. Horton, the editor of the East- 
ern State Journal,a Democratic newspaper of that 
‘village, had a personalencounter on the streets 
there yesterday, which resulted in the pugna- 
cious Justice hitting Mr. Horton in the eye and 
causing the ‘blood to flow. The trouble was 
caused by Mr. Horton’s refusal to pay a fee 
claimed as due by the Justice. 

Sometime ago Mr. Horton furnished apart- 
ments for a female book canvasser known as the 
Widow Wetz, ana with twofentale compositors 
in his office went to board with her, she agree- 
ing to give him payment for the furniture and 
rent by board for himself and the girls. After a 
time trouble resulted: and her boarders left, and 
Mr. Horton engaged Justice Paulding to re- 
cover his furniture and dispossess the widow, 
yromnes him $5 for so doing. This Mr. Paul- 

ing did not succeed in doing, as the Sheriff took 
possession, and Editor Horton transferred his 
case to L. H. &W. P. Platt, attorneys. Mr. 
Horton threatens to have the Justice indicted

That pleasing little scheme to turn the Sur- 
veyor’s office at the Custom House into an abid- 
ing place for the heelers of the Republican 
ward bosses has received another set-back. Tho 
250 weighers’ iaborers and the many temporary 
assistant welghers employed at $2 50 per day, 
under Surveyor Beattie’s system. are not to be 
ousied until the end of September at the ear- 
liest. 

The following letter was received by Cotlector 
Erhardt yesterday from Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Batcheller: 

“Referring to your letteroft the 23d inst. relia 
tive to the method of employing temporary labor at 
your port, the authority coutained in department 
letter of Aug. 12, 1838. for the employment of such 


labor and teincur certam expenses for cartage, 
traveling, &c., is hereby continued until Sept. 30, 
889.” 


This means simply that Surveyor Beattie’s 
Method wi be followed out until Sept. 30, al 
any rate. 

Late in July Custom House circles were very 
much astonished by an order that came from 
the Secretary of the Treasury’s office disallow: 
ing the employment of 250 weighers’ laborers 
at $2 50 per day, 2 skilled gaugers’ laborers, 
and the temporary assistant weighers, a total 
of nearly 350 men, and authorizing the employ- 
ment of laborers at 30 cents an nour. This 
raised a howlright away. It was pretty clear 
what the order really meant. The Surveyor’s 
office would be turned intoa great dispensary of 
cheap patronage, yet a patronage that would 
keep the heelers and their backers in good hu- 
mor. Under that sort of arraugement any num- 
ber of men could be employed at 30 cents an 
hour, and excuses for employing them could 
very readily be found. 

Surveyor Beattie abolished just sur 
of atfairs when he employed the 250. ’eighers’ 
laborers at $2 50a day. The hangers on about 
the Surveyor’s oltice diminished an: the ward 
boss had but little opportunity of +r -ssing the 
claims of his henchmen. A decided venetit 
from the new system was shown by |e Survey: 
or’s report, and laturally there wae great sur- 
prise when the order, which practically threw 
the Surveyor’s office back into the ofa “ut, was 
promulgated. 

The department at Washington heard the 
howl and very soon there came a new order sus- 
pending the previous one “ for the present.” 
Collector Erhardt received word that the new 
On6 was suspended until Sept. 1, and was asked 
to make an investigation. He did so and bas 
made his report. What the nature of that re- 
port is, he said yesterday, he could not reveal. 
He thought that the Secretary had not had time 
to examine it, and that the order received yes 
terday was sent so that the old stat: of things 
could be continued until the report was exam- 
ined and acted upon. 

‘rhat the temptation to turn the Surveyor’sa 
office into a machine that can contro! the votes 
of hundreds of men is a strong one there is n¢ 
denying, but there are those about the Custom 
House now who think that the Secretary’s oflica 
bas made such a bad blunder that the system 
inaugurated by Surveyor Beattie will be left 
practically as itis. If an hour rate of ‘ess than 
40 cents an hour is made there will be a 
kick from the Longshoremen’s Union Ifa rate 
of 40 cents an hour is decided upon the chance, 
are that the expense of running the Surveyor’, 
office will be increased more than $2,000 per 
week,
